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New  Dean  of  The  Faculty* 


The  announcement  at  the  opening 
exercises  of  Lake  Forest  College  that 
Professor  John  J.  Halsey  had  been  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  the  faculty  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  university  was 
received  by  the  students  with  the 
wannest  demonstrations  of  satisfaction. 
This  appointment  was  pleasing  to  the 
students  not  only  for  the  reason  that 
for  long  years  Professor  Halsey  has 
been  connected  with  the  school  in  so 
many  capacities  in  which  he  has  ac- 
quitted himself  so  ably,  but  because 
there  is  probably  no  man  in  the  univer- 
sity who  is  in  closer  touch  with  each 
individual  student. 

In  assuming  his  new  duties  Professor 
Halsey  has  added  many  burdens  and 
responsibilities  to  those  he  already 
bears,  yet  he  did  not  hesitate  when 
these  responsibilities  were  placed  upon 
him,  but  adhered  to  his  old-time  policy, 
never  to  shrink  from  any  task,  however 
arduous  it  may  be,  that  tends  to  de- 
velop the  school  or  add  to  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  students. 

The  duties  of  the  deanship  carry 
with  them  the  general  supervision  of 
the  campus  and  all  the  college  build- 
ings. The  Dean  shall  direct  and  be 
responsible  for  the  conduct  of  students 
while  in  the  dormitories  and  on  the 
college  grounds. 

Besides  being  the  disciplinary  officer 

of  the  university    he   will   have   charge 

of    the    giving    out    of     scholarships. 

$       These,  with  the  other  duties  devolving 


upon  him,  will  bring  him  into  the  most 
intimate  relations  with  every  member 
of  the  school. 

Professor  Halsey,  in  speaking  to  the 
students  on  the  subject  of  discipline, 
stated  that  he  had  no  desire  to  restrict 
their  privileges  in  any  way  or  to  inter- 
fere with  any  of  the  sports  and  enjoy- 
ments incident  upon  college  life.  The 
custom  of  hazing  he  was  glad  to  say 
had  become  obsolete  in  Lake  Forest 
and  no  one  here  need  fear  the  insults 
and  indignities  sometimes  heaped  upon 
a  man  who  is  entering  college  for  the 
first  time.  He  asked  only  of  the 
students  that  they  be  true  men  and 
women  and  there  would  be  no  need  of 
formulating  odius  rules  and  restrictions 
for  their  government 

The  conduct  of  the  students  in  the 
past,  he  said,  had  happily  been  such 
that  there  had  been  almost  no  necessity 
for  a  regulation  and  the  wish  was  ex- 
pressed that  the  same  high  standard  of 
manhood  and  womanhood  be  kept  in 
the  future. 

Professor  Halsey,  who  is  now  in  his 
fiftieth  year  has  been  identified  with 
Lake  Forest  University  since  1878. 
His  birthplace  is  Kentucky,  but  since 
1859  he  has  made  Illinois  his  home, 
most  of  the  time  being  spent  in  Chica- 
go and  vicinity.  His  college  work  was 
taken  in  the  Chicago  University  from 
which  institution  he  received  the  degree 
of  B.  A.  in  1870  and  M.  A.  three  years 
later. 
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For  some  time  he- was  connected 
with  the  Inter  Ocean  and  was  engaged 
as  editorial  writer  for  the  great  daily. 
He  was  called  to  the  chair  of  Rhetoric 
and  English  at  Lake  Forest  University 
in  1878  and  during  the  twenty-one  years 
since  that  time  he  has  been  closely 
identified  with  every  department  of 
college  life.  He  was  elected  professor 
of  Political  and  Social  Science  in  1890, 
and  has  filled  the  position  with  highest 
credit  to  himself  and  to  the  Univer- 
sity. 

In  addition  to  the  multiplied 
duties  incumbent  upon  that  posi- 
tion he  has  found  time  to  contribute 
articles  on  Politics  and  Economics 
to  many  of  the  leadi'  g  publica- 
tions. He  contributed  a  history  of 
Lake  Forest  University  to  a  series  of 
publications  on  Higher  Education 
issued  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation. As  historical  reviewer  to  The 
Dial  his  work  has  become  widely 
known. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Dr.  John  M. 
Coulter  as  President  of  the  University, 
Professor  Halsey  was  made  acting 
president,  and  faithfully  performed  the 
duties  of  his  office  until  the  election  of 
Dr.  James  G.  K.  McClure  to  that  posi- 
tion, two  years  ago.

With  the  beginning  of  this  month, 
Dr.  James  G.  K.  McClure  entered  up- 
on his  third  year  as  president  of  Lake 
Forest  University.  At  such  a  time  it  is 
highly  fitting  that  a  brief  review  should 
be  made  of  die  progress  of  the  school 
in  the  two  years  just  past  and  also  that 
a  glance  be  taken  into  the  future  to 
see  what  still  awaits  the  university 
along  all  lines  of  material  growth  and 
development.  Since  Dr.  McClure  as- 
sumed the  presidency  in  October  of 
1897  the  history  of  the  university  has 
been  that  of  rapid  progress.  In  every 
department  of  the  school  the  results  of 
a  vigorous  and  healthy  growth  are 
seen. 

The  grounds  about  the  college, 
Ferry  Hall  and  the  academy  have 
been  improved  until  we  now  have 
as  beautiful  a  campus  as  any  univer- 
sity in  the  wesc.  The  college  buildings 
have  been  improved  in  many  ways 
and  the  dormitories  have  been  over- 
hauled and  supplied  with  all  modern 
conveniences.  Two  new  buildings, 
the  Alice  Home,  and  the  Lois  Durand 
Hall  for  girls,  have  been  erected  with- 
in the  last  year.  In  addition  to  this, 
two  other  buildings,  the  new  library 
hall  and  chapel,  are  in  the  course  of 
construction  and  when  completed  will 
compare  favorably,  both  for  utility 
and  beauty,  with  any  of  the  buildings 
on  the  campus. 

The  attendance  of  the  university  has 
increased  at  a  rapid   rate.     Ferry  Hall 


has  all  the  students  it  can  accommo- 
date, while  a  like  condition  prevails  in 
the  academy.  New  buildings  for  the 
accommodation  of  students  in  both 
these  departments  will  soon  be  a 
pressing  necessity.  The  attendance  at 
the  college  is  also  very  gratifying  as 
it  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  for- 
mer years.  The  total  registration  in 
the  three  departments  two  years  ago 
was  294,  while  this  year  it  has  passed 
the  400  mark. 

At  the  commencement  exercises 
last  June  it  was  announced  that  sev- 
eral new  scholarships  had  been  found- 
ed. At  the  same  time  a  fund  of  $3,000 
the  interest  to  be  used  in  awarding  priz- 
es for  oratorical  and  literary  work,  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees. 
The  placing  of  such  a  fund,  for  the 
development  of  literary  and  orator- 
ical ability  among  the  students  cannot 
fail  to  have  a  far-reaching  effect.  It 
will  help  create  anew  the  old  time  in- 
terest the  students  had  in  these  lines 
of  work,  and  will  assist  in  placing  Lake 
Forest  in  its  former  position  of  prom- 
inence in  debate  and  oratory,  among 
other  schools  and  colleges. 

Other  improvements  and  advantages 
which  have  come  to  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity in  the  last  year  or  two  have 
been  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  the 
students.

Shortly  after  three  o'clock  Lake  For- 
est kicked  off  and  Wisconsin,  after  find- 
ing that  long  gains  were  impossible 
around  the  ends,  began  bucking  the 
line  and  in  five  minutes  carried  the  ball 
over  for  the  first  touchdown  and 
kicked  the  goal.  This  was  repeated 
five  minutes  later  when  Peel  plunged 
over  the  line,  but  Wilmarth  failed  to 
kick  goal  and  the  score  stood  II  to  0. 
After  the  third  kick  off  Wisconsin  car- 
ried the  ball  rapidly  down  the  field  to 
within  five  yards  of  the  goal  where 
Lake  Forest  secured  the  ball.  The 
signal  was  given  for  a  kick  but  a  poor 
pass  sent  the  ball  past  Mayr,  who  was 
doing  the  punting,  over  the  goal  line 
where  McCarter  fell  on  it  for  a  safetv. 
Two  more  touchdowns  were  made  in 
rapid  succession  and  the  half  closed 
with  the  score  standing  twenty-four  to 
nothing. 

In  the  second  half  the  ball  was 
kicked  off  to  Lake  Forest,  who  were 
unable  to  gain  and  had  to  kick.  Wis- 
consin then  took  the  ball  and  after 
repeated  line  bucks  carried  it  over  the 
line  in  seven  minutes  and  a  half  of 
play  and  before  the  half  was  over  they 
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secured  three  more  touchdowns,  mak- 
ing the  final  score  forty-four  to 
nothing. 

While  the  Lake  Forest  line  as  a 
whole  could  do  nothing  with  Wiscon- 
sin the  work  of  Walker  and  Roosevelt 
was  of  a  high  order,  the  latter  breaking 
through  several  times  andstopping  the 
play.  On  defensive  work  the  Lake 
Forest  backs  and  ends  played  a  hard 
game  and  the  attempts  to  circle  the 
ends  by  Wisconsin  usually  proved  a 
failure.

Saturday  October  14,  the  Lake 
Forest  College  team  lined  up  against 
Notre  Dame  on  Cartier  Field.  The 
team  was  in  fairly  good  condition  and 
while  not  hopeful  of  winning  were  con- 
fident of  holding  the  score  clown  to 
comparatively  few  points.  Lake  For- 
est kicked  off  at  3: 15  after  deciding  to 
play  30  and  25  minute  halves.  The 
game  now  became  an  exhibition  of 
punting  in  which  McDonald  had  none 
the  best  of  it  over  our  plucky  full-back, 
McCarter,  who  returned  the  punts 
cooly  and  effectively.  After  several 
minutes  of  this  work  Notre  Dame,  see- 
ing that  nothing  was  to  be  gained  by 
punting,  settled  down  to  steady  buck- 
ing which  slowly  carried  the  ball  down 
the  field,  in  spite  of  the  clever  tackling 
and  quick  work  of  the  Lake  Forest 
men,  until  the  20  yard  line  was  reach- 
ed, when  Notre  Dame  made  a  place 
kick  after  about  seven  minutes  of 
play. 

It  was  now  apparent  that  Notre 
Dame's  interference  was  splendid  but 
her  team  work  needed  improving  and 
she  was  slow  in  starting,  but  the  great 
weight  of  the  team  was  too  much  for 
the  light  Lake  Forest  men.  Through- 
out the  entire  game  it  was  simply  a 
question  of  weight.  The  Lake  Forest 
men  broke  through,  tackled  and  got 
the  man  with  the  ball  quickly  but  the 
bucks  were  almost  impossible  to  stop 
short  of  three  or  four  yards  when 
once    Notre       Dame      started     to   eo 


through.  At  no  time  were  any  long 
runs  made  by  Notre  Dame,  and  only 
once  did  a  man  pass  the  Lake  Forest 
full-back,  and  that  was  on  the  side  line 
near  the  goal  and  behind  excellent  in- 
terference. 

The  first  half  of  30  minutes  ended 
with  the  score  16  to  0,  Notre  Dame 
having  made  only  two  touchdowns 
and  failed  to  kick  goal  once.  This  low 
score  in  a  30  minute  half  was  the  result 
of  really  phenominal  work  on  the  part 
of  a  light  team  averaging  152^ 
pounds  against  one  of  the  best  teams 
in  the  west  averaging  180  pounds. 

Notre  Dame,  realizing  this  and  fear- 
ing a  low  score,  went  into  the  second 
half  for  blood,  carrying  the  ball  down 
the  field  by  straight  bucks  for  a  touch- 
down in  about  four  minutes.  Lake 
Forest  then  braced  up,  holding  them 
on  downs,  but  being  unable  to  keep 
the  ball.  After  a  number  of  bucks 
McNulty  was  sent  around  the  end  with 
fine  interference  for  another  touch- 
down. Two  more  touchdowns  were 
made  in  this  half,  one  by  Glynn  and 
one  by  Farley  who  played  the  best 
game  for  Notre  Dame. 

After  this  Notre  Dame  was  unable 
to  score,  although  they  played  with 
great  dash  and  vigor  against  Lake 
Forest,  who  was  pretty  well  used  up 
but  still  in  the  game  and  fighting  every 
inch  of  gain.

A  committee  appointed  by  the 
junior  class  is  at  present  investigating 
the  advisability  of  getting  out  a  '99 
number  of  the  Forester.  While  this 
matter  is  under  consideration  and  be- 
fore it  has  been  definately  decided  the 
Stentor  would  like  to  speak  a  word 
or  two  in  favor  of  such  a  proposition. 

The  college  annual  should  occupy  a 
warm  place  in  the  heart  of  every  loyal 
student.  It  is  not  merely  the  produc- 
tion of  a  single  class  or  individual. 
Every  class,  every  society,  every  or- 
ganization in  the  school  may  if  it 
choose  have  a  part  in  making  the 
annual  a  success.  The  very  effort, 
which  must  of  necessity  be  put  forth 
before  the  volume  is  published,  acts  as 
a  stimulus  upon  the  student  life  in  the 
school,  and  the  treasure  house  of  col- 
lege lore  the  annual  furnishes  when 
completed,  becomes  a  strong  factor  in 
creating  in  the  students'   heart  deeper 


and  truer  affection  for  all  the  scenes 
and  associations  of  his  Alma  Mater. 

Two  objections  in  regard  to  this 
matter  have  presented  themselves  to 
the  committee.  In  the  first  place  the 
junior  class  is  so  small,  numerically, 
and  its  members  are  so  engrossed  with 
other  duties  that  it  hesitates  about  tak- 
ing upon  itself  the  extra  labor  and  re- 
sponsibility of  editing  the  FORESTER. 
In  the  second  place  the  great  expense 
of  issuing  an  annual  comfronts  them 
and  they  do  not  feel  justified  in  tak- 
ing upon  themselves  this  risk  that 
would  necessarily  have  to  be  borne. 

In  answer  to  the  objections  we 
would  say  that  rather  than  have  no 
annual  at  all,  the  literary  societies  of 
the  school  should  be  approached  and 
asked  to  assume  their  share  of  the  bur- 
dens and  responsibilities.  If  such  a 
step  were  taken  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  the  project  would  be  a  success. 
The  first  number  ot  the  FORESTER 
ever  gotten  out  was  published  by  the 
Athenaean  and  Zeta  Epsilon  literary 
societies  and  that  issue  of  the  FOR- 
ESTER has  never  been  excelled  by 
any  that  has  appeared  since.  If  the 
financial  problem  looks  too  grave  let 
the  committee  arrange  for  a  student 
entertainment,  a  class  or  society  play, 
to  be  given  at  as  early  a  date  as  possi- 
ble, the  proceeds  to  apply  on  the  For- 
ester's expenses.  The  college,  Ferry 
Hall,  academy  and  the  professional 
schools  could  be  canvassed  for  sub- 
scriptions to  the  volume  before  its 
publication,  and  the  funds  thus  sub- 
scribed together  with  the  advertising 
receipts  would  effectually  remove  any 
fears  as  to  the  financial  outcome.

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A   PARABLE. 

There  once  was  a  beautiful  estate 
about  which  many  interests  centered 
and  one  among  these  was  a  fine  horse 
of  Arabian  blood,  and  this  creature 
was  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  choicest 
treasures  of  the  place.  Upon  this  estate 
many  new  buildings  were  being  erect- 
ed, which  would  have  ordinarily  been 
taken  as  a  ^pi'oof  of  increasing  wealth. 
But  those  in  charge  of  the  beautiful 
animal,  for  some  unaccountable  reason, 
tried  to  reduce  the  expense  connected 
with  its  care.

It  was 
thought  that  by  gradually  decreasing 
the  amount  of  food  the  animal  could 
finally  be  trained  to  go  without  eating. 
The  scheme  was  very  successfully 
carried  out,  but  shortly  after  the 
beautiful  animal  was  thought  to  be- 
completely  trained  to  go  without  eat- 
ing it  died. 

And  this  is  the  interpretation  of  the 
parable:  The  beautiful  estate  is  the 
university  campus,  the  valuable  horse 
is  the  university  social  life  and  the  ears 
of  corn  are  the  annual  receptions  ten- 
dered to  the  students.

One  cold  October  afternoon  four  of 
us  went  to  visit  the' boat-houses  along 
the  banks  of  the  Wabash  far  away. 
Our  guide  was  a  member  of  the  social 
settlement  in  Terre  Haute,  and  a  per- 
son of  much  experience  in  city  mission 
work. 

Now  Terre  Haute  is  built  upon  the 
west  bank  of  the  river,  because  there 
are  low-lands  on  the  east  side  which, 
after  the  spring  rains,  are  often  more 
or  less  submerged.  But  on  the  west 
side  there  is  quite  a  high  bluff,  at  the 
foot  of  which  a  wide  beach  stretches 
out  toward  the  water.  Here  it  is  that 
in  the  late  fall,  the  boat-houses  are 
pulled  up  from  the  river,  and  made  as 
snug  as  possible  for  the  winter.  And 
the  men  do  odd  jobs  about  the  city,  or 
sit,  with  elevated  heels  and  a  pipe  of 
tobacco,  to  watch  their  wives  as  they 
bend  over  the  washing,  or  try  to  cook 
a  meal  out  of  nothing.  Then,  after  the 
spring  freshets  have  subsided,  the 
boat-houses  are  usually  but  not  al- 
ways, launched  again  upon  the  river  to 
begin  their  roving  existence. 

The  first  house  that  we  visited  was 
one  that  had,  long  years  ago,  gotten 
out  of  the  habit  of  returning  to  the 
river.  The  housekeeper  was  a  very 
elderly  woman,  whose  husband  was 
dead.  The  two  rooms  of  her  shanty 
were  as  neat  as  such  crowded  quarters 
could  be,  but  the  old  lady  was  deep  in 
sorrow,  for  her  eighteen  year  old 
grand-daughter      upon       whom       she 


leaned  for  strength,  had  formed  the 
cigarette  habit,  and,  tobacco  stores 
having  been  warned  not  to  sell  her 
any,  she  had  committed  suicide  by 
poison.  As  we  heard  the  story,  we 
wondered  if  there  was  ever  a 
cheery  spot  in  her  life,  and  when  we 
saw  her  son — a  human  being,  of  per- 
haps thirty  summers — sitting  by  his 
fourteen  year  old  wife,  our  wonder- 
ment was  increased  to  almost  skepti- 
cism, and  our  belief  in  evolution,  with 
an  occasional  example  of  atarism,  was 
enchanced. 

At  the  next  place,  one  side  of  the 
house  was  lacking,  leaving  free  ingress 
for  the  cold  northwest  wind.  This 
would  have  been  a  very  good  thing, 
had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the 
wife  was  ill  with  malaria,  had  been 
ill  for  a  long  while,  and,  it  seemed  to 
us,  would  have  been  glad  to  cease  her 
existence.  The  husband  was  shiftless 
as  usual,  and  did  not  know  how  to  get 
a  physician  or  medicine  if,  indeed,  he 
knew  there  were  such  things.  The 
place  was  running  over  with  dirty, 
squalid  children,  and  the  boat  was 
reeking  with  filth. 

We  were  glad  to  proceed  to  a  boat- 
house,  still  in  the  river,  where  the 
woman  was  alone,  her  husband  having 
some  sort  of  work  up  in  the  city. 
Although  her  life  was  perhaps  more 
than  half  lived,  the  bitterness  and  de- 
spair of  it  all  had  not  effaced  her 
natural  energy  and   cleanliness.     Con- 
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sequently  this  was  a  cheery  place, 
scantily  furnished  but  shining  from 
the  effects  of  a  recent  treatment  with 
soap  and  water.  Her  soul  had  been 
hardened  by  environment,  and  when 
the  city  missionary  first  visited  her, 
she  swore  at  him  and  slammed  the 
door  in  his  face.  But  now  her  attitude 
had  changed,  and  she  rather  looked 
forward  to  the  visits. 

Climbing  the  bluff,  we  entered  the 
last  place  on  our  list.  This  was  a 
smaller  shanty  than  usual  and  occupied 
by  an  apparently  old  man  who  was  such 
a  cripple  that  he  could  but  crawl  about 
his  miserable  abode.  In  the  farther- 
most room  or  hole,  he  spent  his 
nights,  and  did  his  cooking  in  the 
room  in  which  we  entered.  One  cor- 
ner contained  a  small  worn  stove  cov- 
ered with  dirt  and  grease,  and  rem- 
nants of  his  last  meal.  His  clothes 
were  so  dirty  and  shiny,  that  it  seemed 
he  must  have  made  a  mistake  and  put 
stove  blacking  on  his  apparel  rather 
than  where  it  was  needed. 

Once  there  was  open  resentment  ex- 
hibited toward  us-and  who  could  blame 
them? — but  as  a  usual  thing  we  were 
looked  upon  as  a  necessary  accompi- 
ment  to  the  rest  of  their  sordid  lives. 
And  I  fear,  as  we  left  the  last  place, 
there  was  quite  a  Pharisaical  feeling  in 
our  hearts  that  we  were  not  as  the 
creatures  we  left  behind  us.  And 
they  were  by  no  means  in  the  depths 
of  degradation. 


LITERARY  NOTE. 

The  College  Man's  Number  of  The 
Saturday  Evening  Post  (of  Philadel- 
phia) though  planned  primarily  to  ap- 
peal to  university  men,  past  and 
present,  will  interest  all  who  care  for 
the  short  story  at  its  best.  Robert  W. 
Chambers,  in  "The  Spirit  of  the 
North,"   tells  of  the    adventures    of   a 


party  of  Columbia  naturalists  and  their 
quest  of  thedingue — hitherto  supposed 
to  be  extinct — in  the  unknown  country 
behind  the  Hudson  Mountains.  This 
story  is  a  rather  remarkable  combina- 
tion of  exciting  action  and  inimitable 
humor.  Charles  Macomb  Flandrau 
(author  of  Harvard  Episodes)  contrib- 
utes "Prince  Protocbcoff  and  the  Press 
Club,"  an  irresistably  funny  episode  of 
Cambridge  life.  Jesse  Lynch  Wil- 
liams (author  of  Princeton  Stories  and 
The  Stolen  Story)  chronicles  "The 
Great  College-Circus  Eight"  between 
Princeton  students  and  a  passing  Wild 
West  Show;  and  Arthur  Hobson  Ouinn 
(author  of  Pennsylvania  Stories)  tells 
the  story  of  "The  Last  Five  Yards." 

Among  other  contributors  to  the 
number  are  President  Benjamin  Ide 
Wheeler,  who  discusses  the  regulation 
of  college  athletics;  Thomas  Went- 
worth  Higginson,  who  describes  the 
college  life  of  our  grandfathers,  and 
President  Nathaniel  Butler,  of  Colby 
College.

man  and  content  himself  with  perhaps 
a  mere  glance  at  the  chief  executive  of 

his  country.

The  train  passes  slowly  between  the 
two  walls  of  human  beings,  with  their 
wide-open  mouths  emitting  loud 
screeches,  and  with  hands  waving 
frantically  at  the  august  personage.  A 
weary  grey  haired  man  is  he,  and  he 
doffs  his  hat  and  bows  right  and 
left  as  if  he  were  a  machine  made  ex- 
pressly for  those  purposes. 

As  the  cars  glide  onward  out  of 
sight,  the  Boy,  with  his  hands  thrust 
deep  into  his  trousers'  pockets, 
whistles  softly  "Home  Sweet  Home," 
and  thinks,  -'I  wouldn't  be  President 
if  1  could.  Just  this  morning  the 
newspaper  called  him  a  reprobate  de- 
void of  all  principal,  and  just  think  of 
all  the  receptions — but  there's  the  col- 
lege bell."     And  he  vanished.

Two  years  ago  the  practice  of  having 
monthly  student  rallies  in  the  Art 
Institute  was  started,  and  at  once  be- 
came a  most  pleasant  feature  of  our 
university  life.

Renewed   Interest. 

There  seems  to  be  a  commendable 
desire  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  new 
students  to  join  a  literary  society.  The 
interest  in  the  societies  during  the  past 
few  years,  has  not  been  as  strong  as  it 
should  be,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  re- 
vival of  the  interest  this  year. 

By  the  statement  that  the  interest 
has  lagged  we  do  not  mean  that  the 
work  has  not  been  up  to  the  standard 
but  that  there  has  been  a  disinclination 
to  join  the  literary  societies  on  the 
part  of  a  large  number  of  the  students. 
This  year  a  big  proportion  of  the  new 
students  have  either  joined  one  of  the 
societies  or  intend  to  do  so,  and  con- 
sequently the  outlook  for  successful 
work  is  very  bright. 


Lecture  Course    Desirable. 

The  announcement  of  the  lecture  by 
Burton  Holmes  next  Saturday  night 
suggests  the  question:  "Why  cannot 
a  lecture  course  be  arranged  during 
the  coming  winter?"  With  the  400  or 
more  students  in  the  differe-nt  depart- 
ments of  the  university,  together  with 
the  town  people,  it  seems  that  a  lecture 
course  ought  to  meet  with  sufficient 
support. 

At  the  University  of  Michigan  such 
a  course  has  been  arranged,  and  a 
number  of  prominent  persons  have 
been  engaged,  with  no  other  cost  than 
the  payment  of  their  expenses.  If  a 
course  could  be  arranged  we  think 
that  it  would  receive  hearty  support 
among  the  students.

Gorgeous 
oriental  draperies  hang  everywhere 
and  some  beautiful  quilts  made  here  in 
America  do  not  suffer  by  comparison. 
Miss  Bessie  Swift's  large  collection  of 
spoons  and  Miss  Annie  McClure's  col- 
lection of  odd  moccasins  and  Chinese 
shoes  are  not  without    their    admirers. 

Going  up  stairs  several  interesting 
collections  may  be  seen.  Dr.  Mc- 
Clure's collection  of  old  and  curious 
bibles  may  be  found  here.  The  Jack- 
son athletic  exhibit  contains  a  trophy 
from  each  victory  of  the  four  Jackson 
brothers  on  the  athletic  field.  Sev- 
eral cups  as  well  as  many  dozen  med- 
als in  gold  and  silver  comprise  the  ex- 
hibit. The  rooms  to  the  right  of  the 
rotunda  are  devoted  to  pictures. 
Here  may  be  seen  in  oil  the  likeness 
of  several  well  known  figures  of  Lake 
Forest  by  prominent  artists.  The 
loaned,  along  with  the  permanent  pict- 
ures make  an  unusually  attractive  col- 
lection. One  room  is  devoted  entirely 
to  the  work  of  the  Ferry  Hall  studio 
in  which  are  pictures  in  oil,  water  color, 
pastel  and  pen  and  ink.  This  certain- 
ly reflects  much  credit  upon  the  in- 
structor, Miss  Anette  Covington.

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a 
letter  of  Miss  Louisa  Chapin,  a  resi- 
lient of  Lake  Forest  and  a  former 
pupil  at  Ferry  Hall.  Miss  Chapin  is 
now  a  freshman  at  Vassar. 

"The  parade  was  to  be  at  three 
thirty  and  as  we  were  going  out  to  find 
it  we  heard  the  shout  of  'Here  they 
come.'  They  started  in  the  athletic 
field  or  the  circle  as  it  is  called,  an  im- 
mense expanse  of  grass  surrounded  by 
a  hedge  of  evergreens  and  beds  of 
cannas  which  are   in  full  blossom. 

There  was  a  great  hullaballo  at  first, 
and  every  one  was  running  to  be  in  at 
the  start.  At  the  head  was  the  drum 
major,  glorious  in  a  real  gray  soldier 
coat  with  braid  and  long  tails,  with  a 
curtain  pole  with  brass  knobs  for  a 
baton,  and  a  big  tin  measure  like  those 
of  the  milk  boy  upside  down  on  her 
head,  tied  on  with  red,  white  and  blue 
ribbon  and  with  a  flag  on  top.  She 
danced  along  backwards  and  forwards, 
twisting  her  baton  and  throwing  it  in 
the  air  before  the  band  composed  of 
fourteen  or  sixteen  girls  all  in  red, 
white  and  blue.  The  first  had  cymbals 
(two  chafing  dish  covers)  and  had  a 
long  red  paper  cambric  coat  with  tails, 
over  her  white  duck  skirt.  The  next 
was  dressed  in  the  same  way  and  had 
one  of  those  tremendous  drums,  the 
biggest  kind,  which  gave  a  truly  mar- 
tial air  to  the  assembly.  Then  they 
came  by  twos,  playing  fifes  and  small 
drums  and  combs.      Oh!  the  noise  was 


terrible.  Most  of  them  had  short  duck- 
skirts  and  red  or  blue  stockings. 
Everything  was  red,  white  or  blue,  with 
newspaper  caps,  liberty  caps,  real  sol- 
dier caps  and  caps  of  every  kind.  Then 
came  the  'visitors,'  all  dressed  in  some 
kind  of  red  or  white  or  blue  or  all, 
with  flags  flying  from  golf  sticks  and 
curtain  poles  and  all  singing,  shouting 
or  blowing  horns. 

We  started  up  in  great  shape  and  lo! 
from  Strong  Hall  about  a  dozen  Phil- 
ippinos  came  filing  out  all  tied  to  a 
rope  which  was  held  by  the  only  per- 
fectly solemn  one  of  the  crowd, 
dressed  exactly  like  a  guard,  except 
the  skirts,  and  with  Dewey  medals  all 
over  his  breast. 

Oh!  the  Philippinos!  they  were 
wrapped  in  Roman  blankets  or  Bag- 
dad rugs — one  had  a  scarlet  quilt 
wrapped  about  him — their  hair  all 
loose  and  flying,  their  faces  brown  and 
rouged,  some  with  moustaches  marked 
and  most  with  two  01-  three  great  brass 
curtain  rings  hung  on  each  ear.  One 
Philippino  had  red  hair  in  eight  or  ten 
great  braids,  a  bright  blue  skirt  and 
brilliantly  colored  shawl.  They  all 
held  their  heads  down  and  chanted 
and  did  the  'Jamie  Kales  Indian  Act' 
of  dancing  and  mumbling. 

We  marched  that  way,  three  or  four 
hundred  of  us,  past  Alain  Building, 
past  the  President's  house,  down  the 
walk  to  the  lake.  There  we  met  'Mayor 
Van  YVyck,'  gorgeous  in    a    golf  skirt, 
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black,  tailed  coat,  a  green  and  white 
checked  shirt  with  red  necktie  and 
plaid  silk  handkerchief,  gloves  and  silk 
hat,  not  to  forget  black  moustache  and 
beard.  He  made  a  low  bow  and  the 
band  drew  up  at  the  waters'  edge  near 
the  piers  with  the  crowd  behind,  not 
knowing  exactly  what  to  expect,  when 
around  the  curve  of  the  lake  came  a 
boat  with  a  sailor  (in  a  gym  suit  and 
white  tennis  cap)  in  the  bow,  another 
rowing  and  Admiral  Dewey  standing 
in  Napoleonic  attitude  with  his  arms 
crossed  on  his  breast  and  head  thrown 
proudly  back.  Truly  one  would  have 
thought  it  was  Dewey  from  that  dis- 
tance, for  he  had  a  gray  wig  and 
moustache,  an  admiral's  cocked  hat 
with  ostrich  feather,  a  regular  blue 
navy  uniform,  braid  and  all,  with 
medals  and  white  lace  cuffs.  But  there 
the  resemblance  ends  for  he  ended  in 
short  white  duck  skirt. 

The  Mayor  pulled  him  in  with  his 
own  hands  and  nearly  pulled  the  Ad- 
miral over  as  he  was  standing  Napo- 
leon-like when  the  boat  hit  the  pier. 
He  made  many  low  bows  and  was  es- 
corted ashore  with  due  ceremony. 
Then  the  band,  the  drums,  cymbals, 
horns,  combs  and  crowd  sent  up  ap- 
plause which  would  have  done  credit 
to  a  Harvard  football  game,  and  pelted 
the  Admiral  with  flowers.  He  was  es- 
corted up  the  little  steps  and  then, 
tearing  across  the  campus,  came  two 
more  Philippinos  drawing  a  green  cart 
with  red  wheels  and  decorated  with 
flags.  Dewey  was  helped  into  the 
cart  or  chariot  I  should  say,  and  we 
marched  back  in  state  to  the  circle  and 
halted  under  a  large  tree.  The  crowd 
fell  back  and  the  costumed  part 
of  the  procession  formed  a  circle 
around  the  chariot.  The  Admiral  was 
helped,  (since  the  cart  was  rather 
shaky)    to     a    standing  position,     and 


Mayor  Van  Wyck  made  a  speech  as 
follows: 

"In  the  name  of  Vassar  College  and 
America  I  give  you  welcome.  There 
have  been  many  Georges,  but  none  so 
renowned  as  the  one  I  now  present  to 
this  distinguished  and  literary  assembly 
as  George  Dewey.' 

Tremendous  applause  followed  from 
everything  including  drums.  The  Ad- 
miral replied: 

'I  thank  you  for  your  kind  welcome 
and  appreciation  of  me.  If  it  were  not 
for  you  all  I  never  could  have  accom- 
plished it  (which,  as  the  others  had 
helped  to  pay  for  the  clothes  was  cer- 
tainly true).  I  pass  over  such  paltry 
celebrations  as  those  of  New  York 
(laughter)  but  never  would  I  miss  such 
a  welcome  as  this.'  (great  applause). 

Then  there  were  cheers  upon  cheers 
and  the  procession  started  off  again, 
under  the  triumphal  arch  of  paper 
stuck  up  on  clothes  poles  with  words 
'Welcome  Dewey'  about  three  feet 
high,  and  around  the  great  circle.  I 
watched  it  from  the  center  and  it  was  a 
pretty  sight  although  it  was  intensely 
funny.  The  trees  and  cannas  made  a 
splendid  background  of  dark  green  for 
the  white  skirts  and  red,  white  and 
blue  trimmings  of  the  band,  and  for 
the  gorgeous  array  of  color  in  the 
Philippinos.  The  girls  were  very  grace- 
ful as  they  kept  time  in  swinging  step 
to  the  shrieks  of  the  whistles  and  bang- 
ing of  the  drums.  The  drum  major 
was  best  of  all  as  she  swung  the  baton 
back  and  forth  or  threw  it  in  the  air, 
at  the  head  of  those  four  hundred  girls 
to  the  tune  of  Yankee  Doodle  played 
on  the  fifes.  Altogether  it  was  one  of 
the  most  unique  things  I  ever  saw,  and 
I  will  not  forget  for  some  time  when  I 
was  in  the  Dewev  Parade. 


Charles  Hossack  of  Odell  was  renew- 
ing old  college  acquaintances  last  week 
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CORNER  STONE  IS  LAID. 

Monday  afternoon  a  large  crowd  of 
students  and  townspeople  assembled 
to  witness  the  laying  of  the  corner 
stone  of  the  new  library  hall  and 
chapel.  Afternoon  classes  at  the  col- 
lege, Ferry  Hall  and  academy  were 
dismissed  in  honor  of  the  occasion  and 
in  order  that  all  the  students  of  these 
departments  might  witness  the  cere- 
monies. 

Promptly  at  two  thirty  the  services 
opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by 
Profe'ssor  M.  Bross  Thomas.  Dean 
Halsey  then  delivered  an  address  in 
which  he  recalled  tender  recollections 
of  those  in  whose  memory  the  magnifi- 
cent buildings  were  being  erected. 
His  address  while  short  was  highly 
fitting  to  the  occasion  and  was  closely 
listened  to  by  all.  The  services  con- 
nected with  the  laying  of  the  corner 
stone  were  read  by  President  McClure 
who  also  spoke  briefly  of  the  time 
when  Mrs.  Lily  Reid  Holt  and  Arthur 
Reid  had  been  students  at  the  Univer- 
sity and  of  the  affection  and  esteem  in 
which  they  had  always  been  held  by 
the  student  bod}-. 

There  was  then  placed  within  the 
corner  stone  a  '99  catalogue  of  the  uni- 
versity as  well  as  catalogues  published 
during  the  senior  years  of  Mrs.  Lily 
Reid  Holt  and  Arthur  Reid.  Also  the 
three  memorial  addresses  delivered  by 
Dr.  McClure  at  the  funerals  of  Mr. 
Simon  Reid,  Mrs.  Holt  and  Arthur 
Reid,  the  inaugural  address  ef  Dr. 
McClure,  a  picture  of  Reid  Memorial 
Hall  and  other  memoribilia  were  placed 
within  the  stone.  Those  assisting  Mrs. 
Reid  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
were  Mr.  Murdoch,  business  partner  of 
her  late  husband,  Mr.  H.  C.  Durand, 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Clifford  Barnes  and  Mrs. 
William  Nash. 


Descriptions  and  cuts  of  these  beauti- 
ful buildings  have  appeared  in  earlier 
issues  of  the  STENTOR.  It  is  needless 
to  say  the  students  of  the  university 
look  forward  with  eagerness  to  the 
early  occupancy  of  the  buildings  and 
at  the  same  time  feel  for  Mrs.  Reid  a 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  so  gener- 
ously adding  to  their  convenience  and 
comfort  by  so  splendid  and  beneficent 
a  gift.

The  'Varsity  put  up  the  best  game 
of  the  season  against  Northwestern 
University  last  Thursday.  The  final 
score  was  16  to  o,  in  favor  of  North- 
western, but  Lake  Forest  deserved  a 
great  deal  more  than  that.  Luck  was 
against  the  'Varsity,  and  that  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  score.  One 
touchdown  was  the  result  of  a  fumble 
bv  Lake  Forest  on  Northwestern's 
twenty-five  yard  line.  The  game  was 
played  in  a  cold  drizzling  rain,  and  the 
grounds  were  very  muddy. 

Lake  Forest  kicked  off  at  4:20. 
Northwestern,  by  steady  bucks,  re- 
turned the  ball  to  the  middle  of  the 
field.  Here,  Pinneo  was  sent  against 
tackle,  but  not  being  able  to  gain  any 
ground,  he  started  around  right  end 
without  a  bit  of  interference.  Ross 
had  been  drawn  in  and  the  runner  had 
a  clear  field.  McCarter  ran  diag- 
onally across  the  field  and  downed 
him  two  feet  from  the  goal  line.  A 
touchdown  resulted  on  the  next  play. 
West  failed  to  kick  goal. 

After  the  next  kickoff,  Lake  Forest 
held  Northwestern  and  received  the 
ball.  By  big  gains,  the  ball  was  rush- 
ed to  Northwestern's  eight  yard  line, 
where  it  was  lost.  Northwestern  soon 
fumbled  and  Lake  Forest  had  the  ball 
onNorthwestern's  twenty-five  yard  line. 
Roosevelt  made  about  eight  yards 
through  center,  but  while  the  men 
were  all  piled  up,  the  slipper}'  ball  was 
knocked  out  of  his  arms.  Johnson 
picked  up  the  ball,  and  with  a  clear 
field  ran  for  a  touchdown.  The  trial 
for  goal  was  unsuccessful.  After  the 
next  kickoff,  Lake  Forest  held  North- 
western for  downs  and  had  possession 
of  the  ball  in  the   center  of  the  field  at 


the  end  of  the  first  half. 

In  the  second  half,  Lake  Forest  put 
up  even  a  better  game  than  in  the  first. 
Receiving  the  ball  on  the  kickoff,  the 
'Varsity  advanced  it  by  long  gains 
through  the  line  and  around  the  end. 
Roosevelt  tore  big  holes  in  the  line 
and  made  gains  of  five  and  ten  yards. 
The  guards  back  play  was  used  with 
telling  effect.  Campbell,  Pierson  and 
Curtis  made  good  gains.  When 
Northwestern  secured  the  ball  Lake 
Forest  repeatedly  held  them  for 
downs.  When  the  ball  was  well  into 
Northwestern's  territory,  Lake  Forest, 
having  been  given  five  yards  for  oft- 
side  play,  had  five  yards  to  make  on 
the  third  down.  They  failed  by  about 
six  inches  and  the  ball  passed  to  North- 
western. It  was  now  quite  dark  and 
aided  by  this,  Northwestern  carried 
the  ball  down  the  field  and  made  a 
touchdown  just  one  minute  before- 
time  was  up.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
darkness  the  touchdown  would  not 
have  been  made  before  time  was 
called.  The  Lake  Forest  players 
could  not  tell  where  the  ball  was. 
West  kicked  goal  and  the  score  was  16 
to  0. 

During  the  entire  game  the  'Varsity 
played  in  hard  luck  and  the  score- 
should  have  been  smaller  by  one  or 
two  touchdowns.  Taking  into  consid- 
eration the  ground  gained  by  each 
team,  Lake  Forest  should  easily  have 
scored  once.  Every  man  on  the  team 
played  a  fine  game,  so  it  is  impossible 
to  pick  out  any  special  stars.

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Autobiography  Of  Thomas  Platter. 


(Read  by  Professor  Schmidt  Before  Zet-.i  Epsilon.) 


I  was  born  February  10,  1499,  just  as 
the  bell  was  calling  the  people  to  mass. 
Therefore  my  friends  always  hoped 
that  1  would  become  a  priest.  My 
father  died  when  I  was  still  very 
young.  1  cannot  remember  that  I  saw 
him.  At  six  years  of  age  I  was  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  an  aunt  on  my 
mothers  side.  While  staying  with  her 
I  herded  goats  and  often  had  very  nar- 
row escapes  in  the  mountains.  Later  I 
became  a  cowherd  for  a  farmer  in  the 
neighborhood.  While  here,  another 
aunt  of  mine  came  to  see  me  saying 
that  she  wished  to  send  me  to  school. 
When  the  farmer  learned  of  her  plan 
he  was  very  much  displeased  and  put- 
ting his  index  finger  of  his  right  hand 
in  his  left,  said  "It  is  just  as  impossible 
for  that  boy  to  learn  anything  as  it  is 
for  me  to  force  my  finger  through  un- 
hand. My  aunt  replied,  "Who  knows? 
God  has  certainly  given  him  some  tal- 
ents, perhaps  he  may  some  day  be- 
come a  pious  priest."  So  she  took  me 
away  and  placed  me  under  the  care  of 
a  priest. 

Here  I  was  very  much  abused.  The 
priest  was  a  man  of  very  epiick  temper 
and  I  an  awkward  peasant  boy.  He 
beat  me  most  unmercifully,  at  times, 
seized  me  by  the  ears  and  lifted  me 
from  the  earth,  causing  me  to  scream 
so  loud,  that  his  neighbors  frequently 
asked  him  if  he  was  trying  to  murder 
me.  Fortunately  I  did  not  remain 
lone:  under  his  care  for   at    about    this 


time,  a  relative  of  mine,  Paul  Summer- 
matter,  who  had  attended  school  at 
llm  in  Swabia,  promised  my  friends 
to  take  me  with  him  to  school. 

With  little  more  than  a  florin  in 
money  we  started  on  our  journey.  1 
preceded  Paul  to  beg  for  him  and 
then  shared  with  him  what  1  had  ob- 
tained. On  account  of  my  naivete 
simplicity  and  rustic  speech  people 
gave  me  freely.  Whenever  I  did  not 
march  along  fast  enough  my  cousin 
Paul  would  walk  behind  me  with  a 
switch  or  stick  and  beat  my  bare 
legs. 

As  we  were  journeying  along  en- 
gaged in  conversation  the  bacchanten 
said  that  in  Russia  and  Siberia,  stu- 
dents were  permitted  to  steal  clucks 
and  geese  as  well  as  other  tilings  and 
that  they  were  not  punished,  provided 
they  escape  from  the  person  whom 
they  had  robbed.  Once  upon  a  time 
we  were  not  far  from  a  village,  where 
there  was  a  large  flock  of  geese  whose 
goose  herd  was  at  quite  a  distance. 
Here  I  asked  my  companions  when  we 
would  be  in  Xeissen  where  I  could 
kill  geese.  They  said  "We  are  there 
now."  I  picked  up  a  stone,  threw  it 
and  broke  the  leg  of  a  goose.  I  threw 
again  and  this  time  hit  its  head.  I  ran 
up,  seized  the  goose  by  the  neck,  tuck- 
ed it  under  my  coat  and  walked  up  the 
street  through  the  village.  Soon  the 
goose  herd  came  along  behind  me  cry- 
ing   "Der     bub    hat      mier     ein      i/ans 
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geraubt."  My  two  companions  and  I 
fled,  the  feet  of  the  goose  protruding 
from  under  my  coat.  The  farmers 
rushed  out  of  their  houses  armed  with 
battle  axes,  aud  pursued  us.  When  I 
saw  that  I  could  not  escape  with  the 
goose  I  dropped  it  and  having  reached 
the  outskirts  of  the  village  I  sprang 
from  the  road    into    some    bushes   and 

thus  escaped. 

*  *     * 

We  spent  several  weeks  in  Nurnberg. 
We  younger  ones  went  about  in  the 
city,  those  who  could,  sang,  but  I  went 
begging.  But  we  attended  no  school. 
Others  who  attended  school  did  not 
like  this.  The  schoolmaster  sent  word 
to  our  bacchantcn  that  they  should 
come  to  school  or  the}'  would  be  for- 
ced to  come.  Anthoni  sent  word  to 
him  that  he  would  like  to  come  but 
still  we  did  not  go.  Several  Swiss 
students,  who  were  at  the  school  let 
us  know  on  what  day  they  and  the 
master  would  come  so  that  we  might 
not  be  taken  by  surprise.  We 
younger  ones  carried  stones  on  the 
roof.  Along  came  the  school-master 
with  his  procession  of  "schuetzen"  and 
"bacchanten.''  We  boys  threw  stones 
at  them  until  the}'  were  forced  to  re- 
treat. 

*  *     * 

From  here  we  passed  on  to  Dresden 
having  nothing  but  raw  onions  and 
salt  to  eat  on  our  way.  From  Dresden 
we  went  to  Breslau  in  Silesia  where 
everything  was  so  cheap  and  plenti- 
ful that  our  students  often  ate  too  much 
becoming  very  sick  on  that  account. 
Here  there  were  seven  parishes  and 
as  many  schools.  Each  student  was 
obliged  to  sing  in  his  own  parish.  If 
it  happened  that  one  sang  in  a  parish 
not  his  own,  the  others  would  cry  out, 
"Ad  iden!  ad  iden!  auf  ihm!"  and  the 
two  parties  coming  together  would  beat 


each  other  unmercifully.  It  is  said 
that  some  "bacchanten"  remained 
there  twenty  or  thirty  years  having 
their  "schuetzen"  who  served  them  in 
the  capacity  of  beggars.  I  myself  fre- 
quently in  one  evening  carried  5  or  6 
dishes  to  my  bacchanten  in  the  school 
where  they  then  lived. 

In  Beeslay  I  remained  for  some 
time-  One  winter  I  was  taken  sick 
three  times  and  was  sent  to  the  stu- 
dents' hospital.  The  students  are  well 
cared  for  here,  have  good  beds,  but 
lice  in  them  as  large  as  medium  sized 
hemp  seed,  that  1  and  man}'  others 
preferred  to  sleep  on  the  floor  about 
the  hearth.  It  is  hardly  credible 
how  lousy  the  students  became. 
Oftentimes,  especially  in  summer,  I 
went  to  the  river  Oder,  washed  my 
shirt  and  hung  it  on  a  bush  to  dry. 
In  the  meantime  I  caught  the  lice  on 
my  coat,  dug  a  pit,  threw  a  number  of 
them  into  it,  covered  them  up  with 
earth  and  erected  a  cross  over  them. 
*     #     # 

While  I  was  sexton  in  Zuerich,  it  fre- 
quently happened  that  I  had  no  wood 
with  which  to  build  the  fires.  In  that 
case  I  would  go  to  the  houses  of  citi- 
zens who  had  left  their  houses  to  at- 
tend Myconius's  lectures  and  would 
carry  wood  from  their  wood  piles  that 
I  might  be  able  to  build  the  fire  the 
next  morning.  One  morning  it  hap- 
pened that  I  had  no  wood  and  Zwingli 
was  to  preach  in  St.  Mary's  cathedral 
before  daylight.  While  the  bell  was 
tolling  I  thought  "You  have  no  wood 
and  there  are  so  many  idols  in  the 
church."  Since  no  one  had  as  yet  ar- 
rived I  ran  to  the  nearest  altar  in  the 
church,  seized  a  St.  John  and  ran  away 
with  him  to  the  school  and  the  stove 
and  said  to  him,  "Now  Johnny,  stoop, 
you  must  go  into  the  stove,  even 
though  you  be  St.  John."

Lake  Forest  met  the  heavy  Beloit 
team  Saturday  and  was  defeated  by  a 
score  of  28  to  o.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  average  weight  of  the 
men  on  the  Peloit  team  is  175  pounds 
while  Lake  Forest's  average  is  only 
150,  the  large  score  does  not  seem 
strange.

In  the  meantime  I  caught  the  lice  on 
my  coat,  dug  a  pit,  threw  a  number  of 
them  into  it,  covered  them  up  with 
earth  and  erected  a  cross  over  them.

While  I  was  sexton  in  Zuerich,  it  fre- 
quently happened  that  I  had  no  wood 
with  which  to  build  the  fires.  In  that 
case  I  would  go  to  the  houses  of  citi- 
zens who  had  left  their  houses  to  at- 
tend Myconius's  lectures  and  would 
carry  wood  from  their  wood  piles  that 
I  might  be  able  to  build  the  fire  the 
next  morning.

A  DISASTROUS  BliAZE. 

At  an  early  hour  Monday  morning 
a  disastrous  fire  occurred,  in  which  the 
big  barn  of  the  Onwentsia  Club  and  a 
large  barn  and  a  house  belonging  to 
Leander  McCormick  were  completely 
destroyed,  with  most  of  the  contents. 
In  the  Onwentsia  barn  four  horses  were 
burned,  and  in  the  other  four  horses, 
about  fifteen  cows,  a  number  of  hogs 
and  a  large  amount  of  grain  and  agri- 
cultural machinery  were  destroyed. 
The  total  loss  will  amount  to  many 
thousands  of  dollars. 

All  indications  point  to  incendiarism 
and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  find 
the  offenders.  The  wanton  destruc- 
tion of  such  a  large  amount  of  live 
stock  has  aroused  the  indignation  of 
everv  resident  of  Lake   Forest.

FOOTBALL  GOSSIP.

One  never  sees  two  or  more  Lake 
Forest  football  men  of  the  vintage  '93 
and  '94  but  what  the  talk  flows  on  the 
game  we  wound  up  the  season  with 
at  Champaign,  Thanksgiving  Day,  1893. 
The  team  was  on  edge  a  week  before 
the  game.  Fortunately  for  us  though 
we  regretted  it  then,  the  weather 
turned  cold  and  ran  below  zero  for 
four  days.  The  team  was  ordered  out 
and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
dared  rebel.  But  four  showed  up, 
Hunt, 'Dave  Jackson,  Johnnie  Rice  and 
myself  and  we  jumped  round  about 
four  seconds  by  the  watch  and  went  in 
half  frozen.  It  was  impossible  to  dis- 
cipline the  bunch  so  the  matter  was 
overlooked. 

On  the  way  to  Champaign,  the 
team's  pictures  were  taken  in  Chicago 
and  there  was  another  fight  on.  It 
seems,  some  one  who  had  no  authority, 
invited  King  to  go  along  and  play. 
King  was  our  famous  full  in  '92  and  a 
<?ood    fellow    but   had    no    connection 


with  tlie  school.  When  half  the  team 
declared  that  we  could  not  play  and 
would  not  without  him,  the  row  com- 
menced. The  team  was  told  to  go  or 
stay  as  it  pleased  for  King  should  not 
go  and  substitutes  would  be  played  if 
necessary.  The  team  went.  There 
was  no  objection  to  King  and  he 
would  have  been  played  probably  but 
for  the  announcement  that  the  team 
could  not  play  without  him.

On  the  way  down  it  was  a  wild 
crowd.  Every  man  must  run  the 
gauntlet  on  the  train  until  John  Rice 
came  near  breaking  a  knee  running 
into  the  arm  of  a  seat  with  the  crowd 
pounding  him. 

After  that,  Craigen,  then  the  greenest 
sub  on  the  team  and  after  a  great  center, 
must  have  his  shoes  taken  off  and  filled 
with  water.  For  this  he  sought  re- 
venge, filled  a  pail  and  aimed  the 
water  at  Ruck  McNary  and  myself  in 
one  seat  with  Willie  Hunt  laughing  in 
another  behind.  Of  course  Buck  and 
I  ducked  and  Hunt  caught    and    swal- 
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lowed  most  of  the  water  before  we 
brought  him  round. 

At  the  hotel  Jim  Adams  and  game 
old  Parmenter  of  Rush,  tied  the  elect- 
ric light  high  to  the  ceiling  by  its  own 
wire  and  the  others  coming  in  late 
were  falling  over  chairs  and  tables  in 
a  frantic  and  unsuccessful  search  for 
it.  Craigen  talked  all  night  and  kept 
the  regulars  awake  and  was  given  an 
awful  call  down  in  the  morning. 

Jim  Adams  appeared  in  the  morning 
with  an  eye  black  and  as  big  as  a  fist 
and  calmly  reported  that  an  insect  had 
bitten  him.  There  were  grave  doubts 
about  letting  him  play  at  all.  He 
missed  his  first  tackle  and  the  whole 
team  criticised  him  in  no  gentle  terms 
although  the  runner  never  got  to  the 
line  anyway.  Adams  never  missed  a 
tackle  after  that. 

And  the  game?  It  was  the  game  in 
Lake  Forest's  history.  Clean  hard 
playing,  low  vicious  tackling,  line- 
bucking  and  running.  A  half  dozen 
times  we  held  them  on  our  two  yard 
line  for  downs  and  Jackson  kicked  out 
of  danger,  Adams,  Buck  and  the  whole 
team  from-Rheingans.to  Phile  Moore 
going  up  the  held  [and  piling  on  the 
other  full  in  his  tracks. 

Big  Harry  Thorn  made  II  tackles 
out  toward  the  ends  to  the  quarter- 
backs 26  clean  throws.  He  had  his 
lip  cut  and  bled  four  quarts.  The 
second  half  opened  with  the  score  of 
10  to  o  against  us.  The  crowd  was 
yelling  like  Indians,  the  Lake  Forest 
men  sore  and  ugly  and  finding  fault 
with  each  other. 

The  ball  opened  in  the  second  half 
with  the  flying  wedge  and  the  story  of 
it  will  be  told  as  long  as  there  is  foot- 
ball in  Lake  Forest.  I  stood  at  the 
center  of  the  field  to  give  the  signal, 
put  the  ball  in  play  properly  and  pass 
it  up  as  the  wedge  closed. 


On  they  came,  Big  Hunt  leading, 
with  Moore,  Farmentci,  Lee  and 
McNary  following  with  Jackson  trail- 
ing. In  the  other  wing  were  Rhein- 
gans,  Adams,  Rice  and  Thorn  trailing. 
Thorn  was  too  fat  to  keep  up.  As  the 
wings  met  in  front  of  me  Dave  left  the 
line,  came  up  inside  and  took  the  ball 
clean.  The  wedge  closed.  It  was  go- 
ing so  fast  I  never  got  turned  to  catch 
up  and  Thorn  and  I  watched  it. 
Twenty  yards  and  never  a  waver. 
Thirty  and  the  right  wing  threw  oft"  the 
tacklers  as  the}'  would  brush  aside 
weeds.  Thirty-five  and  it  was  like  an 
arrow  flight,  never  a  falter,  clean  to  the 
enemy's  25-yard  line  with  never  a 
break  and  I  was  yelling  "Open  up! 
Open  up  and  let  Jackson  out!"  But 
you  didn't  know  that  crowd.  They 
went  tearing  on  clean  over  the  goal 
line  Jackson  inside  and  behind  the 
posts  for  our  first  touchdown.  That 
was  football.  The  score  was  10  to  6 
against  us. 

Then  it  was  a  fight.  Such  holes  as 
Thorn  and  Hunt  opened  up.  How 
Parmenter  played  like  a  fiend  and  the 
whole  team  piled  in.  The  interference 
got  Jackson  to  the  line  and  he  did  the 
rest  for  20  and  30  yards  and  finally 
over  the  line  in  the  mud  and  slush  for 
our  last  touchdown  and  the  score  tied. 
We  missed  the  goal  kicked  in  a  pool  of 
water  with  one  end  of  the  ball  out  of 
sight. 

With  eighteen  seconds  to  play,  the 
quarter  became  mixed  with  McCor- 
mack,  now  the  P.  and  S.  guard  and 
was  ruled  out.  Gilleland  went  in  and 
in  the  eighteen  seconds  rattled  signals 
off  like  a  flying  machine  and  gained  in 
five  downs  38  yards.  He  always 
claimed  that  if  he'd  been  in  sooner 
he'd  have  won  the  game. 

The  final  score  was  10  to  10.  Wool- 
sey  played  the  last  four  minutes  after 
some  one  told  Rheingans  to  get  hurt 
and  let  him  in.  With  Dave  Williams 
away  and  Woolsey  crippled,  on  a 
strange  muddy  field,  surely  it  was  a 
victory  for  Lake  Forest.

Rules  Governing  Conditions. 

As  the  first  semester  of  the  college 
year  draws  to  a  close  it  would  be  well  for 
the  majority  of  the  students  to  notice 
the  new  rules  which  are  to  go  into 
effect  with  the  close  of  this  semester. 
The  following  markings  will  be  made, 
beginning  at  the  end  of  this    semester: 

A — Passed  with  honor. 

B— Good. 

C — Passed. 

D — Conditionally  passed.  [Credit 
may  be  gained  by  re-examination. J 

E — Not  passed.  [Work  must  be 
done  over  again  with  another  class.] 

Another  set  of  rules  governing  the 
standing  of  the  student  under  con- 
dition have  been  drawn  up,  and  will  be 
in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  semes- 
ter.    They  are  in  effect  as  follows: 

1.  No  student  under  condition  will 
be  allowed  to  represent  the  college  on 
athletic  teams,  literary  contests,  or 
musical  organizations,  or  act  as  man- 
ager of  the  same. 

2.  Any  student  conditioned  or  fail- 
ing to  secure  full  credit  in  any  study, 
will  lose  all  pecuniary  aid  which  he 
may  then  be  receiving.  This  aid 
maybe  restored  the  following  "  sem- 
ester if  all  conditions  have  been  made 
up,  and  no  new  ones  incurred. 

3.  If  a  student  is  conditioned  in  two 
full  courses,  he  will  be  suspended  un- 
til these  conditions  are  made  up. 

4.  If  a  student  does  not  receive  a 
higher  grade  than  "C"  his  parents  or 
guardian  will  be  notified  of  his  unsat- 
isfactory work.

to  make  iron  clad  rules  to  govern  the 
inhabitants  of  the  buildings,  and  we 
think  that  Dean  Halsey  quite  con- 
curs in  that  idea.

PRIZES  TOR  ESSAYS. 

The  American  Humane  Association 
through  its  secretary,  Francis  H.  Rum- 
ley,  has  recently  made  an  offer  of  four 
prizes,  payable  in  cash  to  college  un- 
dergraduates and  medical  students 
who  shall  write  the  best  essay  on  the 
subject  of  vivisection.  The  prizes  in 
all  amount  to  seven  hundred  dollars. 
The  person  writing  the  best  original 
essay  on  the  above  subject  shall  re- 
ceive $300,  while  the  ones  sending  in 
the  second,  third  and  fourth  best  es- 
says shall  receive  respectively  $200, 
$125  and  $75.  Any  students  desiring 
to  enter  the  contest  should  have  their 
articles  sent  to  the  American  Humane 
Association  before  the  fifteeth  of 
April  1900  as  the  contest  closes  on 
that  date. 

Another  offer,  somewhat  similar  has 
been  made  by  the  publishers  of  the 
Chautauqua  Magazine.  Two  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  will  be  given 
in  prizes  to  subscribers  who    write    the 


most  acceptable  articles  on  what  they 
consider  to  be  the  most  dramatic  in- 
cident in  American  history.  This 
contest  closes  February  1,   1900. 

The  above  contests  furnish  oppor- 
tunities for  literary  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  college  students.

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Barrett  on  the  Philippines. 


One  of  the  most  eloquent  and  pa- 
triotic lectures  ever  delivered  before 
the  student  body  of  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity was  given  by  Hon.  John  Bar- 
rett, ex-Minister  to  Siam,  in  the  Art 
Institute  Saturday  evening.  At  the 
time  announced  for  the  speech  the 
auditorium  of  the  Art  Institute  was 
crowded  and  it  seemed  as  if  every 
student  of  the  school  as  well  as  many 
townspeople  had  determined  to  im- 
prove the  rare  opportunity  of  hearing 
the  distinguished  speaker. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  Presi- 
dent James  G.  K.  McClure,  who  stated 
that  Mr.  Barrett  would  speak  on 
"Truth  Concerning  the  Philippines,"  a 
subject  at  present  of  most  vital  interest 
to  every  American  citizen. 

Mr.  Barrett's  lecture  was  not  only  in- 
structive but  was  of  thrilling  interest. 
The  lecturer  has  spent  a  large  amount 
of  time  and  study  in  the  Philippines 
and  consequently  spoke  with  more 
authority  than  could  the  ordinary 
speaker  on  such  a  subject.  He  is  an 
ardent  expansionist  and  expressed  his 
views  in  the  most  pronounced  terms. 
He  spoke  of  the  development  of  the 
east  and  what  it  meant  to  the  United 
States.  He  told  how  Japan,  by  the 
adoption  of  the  methods  of  civilization, 
had  sprung  from  a  position  of  insig- 
nificance to  a  place  of  prominence 
among  the  world  powers. 

The  Philippines  furnish  afield  for  ex- 
ceptional development  and    it    is    only 


a  question  of  time  when  the  United 
States  will  have  transformed  those 
islands  from  a  listless,  retrograde 
country  into  one  of  prosperity  and 
progress. 

In  speaking  of  the  war  in  the  Phil- 
ippines and  the  causes  that  led  up  to  it 
Mr.  Barrett  considered  that  the  anti- 
expansion  speech  delivered  by  Senator 
Hoar  in  Congress  a  short  time  before 
the  Philippine  outbreak  and  cabled 
shortly  afterward  to  Hong  Kong,  had 
much  to  do  in  aggravating  the  situa- 
tion and  in  promoting  hostilities.  While 
Mr.  Barrett  laid  no  charges  at  the  door 
of  Senator  Hoar  for  intentionally  help- 
ing to  bring  about  the  trouble  in  the 
Philippines  he  still  maintained  that  the 
speech  in  the  hands  of  the  Philippino 
leaders  acted  as  a  fire  brand  and  jdid 
untold  harm  to  American  interests. 

The  speaker  is  not  only  acquainted 
with  Aguinaldo  but  with  other  Philippi- 
no leaders  and  his  opinion  of  them  and 
their  methods  is  not  the  most 
flattering. 

The  comparison  that  is  sometimes 
made  between  Aguinaldo  and  George 
Washington  was  dwelt  upon  briefly  by 
the  speaker.  "It  is  a  matter  of  record," 
he  said,  "that  Aguinaldo  received  a 
bribe  of  $250,000  to  leave  the  islands." 
Mr.  Barrett  was  present  at  a  dinner  in 
Hong  Kong  in  honor  of  Aguinaldo 
soon  after  his  receiving  this  bribe. 
"Aguinaldo,"  said  Mr.  Barrett,  "rose 
and  proposed  a  health  to  the  Queen  of

Spain  as  th<3  most  gracious  and  just 
Queen  that  'had  ever  reigned  in  any 
land.  Can  you  imagine  George  Wash- 
ington going  to  England,  accepting  a 
bribe  of  $250,000,  and  proposing  a 
health  to  King  George  as  the  most 
gracious  of  mon'archs;?  '*-.",  » 1  j  ; 

Mr.  Barrett  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Grover  Cleveland  as  Minister  to 
Siam  and  has  spent  six  years  in  the 
far  east.  He  has  spent  four  months  in 
the  Philippines  Islands  in  time  of 
peace,  and  also  the  entire  year  May 
1898  to  May  1899.  Mr.  Barrett  is 
.thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  people 
and  the  country'  through  observation 
and  study  and  since  his  recent  return 
to  the  United  States  his  opinions  in  re- 
gard to  the  Philippines  have  been 
listened  to  with  interest  and  attention. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  in 
the  Art  Institute  Principal  A.  G. 
Welch  of  the  academy  moved  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker  which 
was  carried  unanimously.  The  stu- 
dents of  the  college  and  academy  then 
gave  their  respective  Veils  in  further 
evidence  of  their  appreciation  of  the 
lecture. 

Lake  Forest  considers  herself  very 
fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  secure 
so  .eloquent  and  instructive  a  speaker 
as  Mr.  Barrett  proved  himself  to  be.

The  Commencement  Bulletin  Pub- 
lishing Company  wishes  to  announce 
that  it  offers  to  the  three  literary  so- 
cieties of  Lake  Forest  College— Zeta 
Epsil6n,  Atheriaeah  and  Aletheian— 
a  prize  cup,  to  be  awarded  to  the  so- 
ciety whose  representatives  shall  have 
the  highest  average  in  the  second  an- 
nual Bulletin  debate,  to  be  held  before 
June  1,  1900.

The  following  notice  appearing  in 
one  of  the  Chicago  papers  a  week  ago 
last  Thursday  came  as  a  shock  and 
surprise  to  many  friends  and  alumni  of 
Lake   Forest: 

"Charles  Osborne  Parish  died  in 
Chicago  yesterday.  He  was  born  in 
Council  Bluffs,  Iowa.  Sept.  18,  1875, 
and  lived  in  Clarinda,  Iowa,  most  of 
his  life.  He  graduated  from  Lake 
Forest  University  in  1895  and  took  the 
degree  of  master  of  arts  at  Chicago 
University  in  1896,  and  took  the  de- 
gree of  bachelor  of  laws  at  Harvard 
Law  School  in  1899.  Mr.  Parish  was 
elected  marshal  at  his  graduation  in 
Cambridge  last  June.  He  then  en- 
tered the  office  of  Henry  S.  Robbins 
in  this  city,  and  was  a  lawyer  of  un- 
usual promise.  The  funeral  will  take 
place  at  Clarinda  tomorrow  afternoon 
at  3  o'clock." 

Mr.  Parish  entered  Lake  Forest  as  a 
sophomore  in  the  fall  of  1892,  having 
taken  his  freshman  year  at  Parsons 
College  in  Iowa.  During  his  residence 
here  of  three  years  he  made  an  ex- 
ceptional record  and  was  one  of  the 
youngest  men  ever  graduated  from 
Lake  Forest  College. 

His  subsequent  splendid  work  at 
both  Chicago  and  Harvard  and  the 
bright  promise  for  the  future  which 
seemed  to  be  in  store  for   him    in    the 
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wide  field  of  professional  life  were 
matters  of  congratulation  for  Mr 
Parish's  many  friends.

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Gymnasium  Work. 

It  is  a  cause  of  congratulation  that 
so  many  of  the  students  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  gymnasium  privi- 
leges afforded  them  during  the  winter 
months.  The  gymnasium  class  is 
much  larger  than  it  was  last  year  and 
the  work  is  being  entered  into  with 
spirit  and  vigor.  While  it  is  true  that 
many  of  the  class  are  freshmen  and 
sophomores  with  whom  the  work  is 
compulsory,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  so 
many  upper  class  men  among  the  num- 
ber. Every  student  should  take  sys- 
tematic daily  exercise  if  he  can  possi- 
bly find  time  to  do  so.  In  most  cases 
the  plea  of  "not  time  enough"  is  a  mis- 
take, for  every  man  who  exercises 
properly  canjprepare  his  lessons  bet- 
ter and  in  less  time  than  would  other- 
wise be  the  case.  Our  gymnasium 
facilities  are  much  better  than  most 
schools  of  our  size  afford    and    it    is    a 


mistake  if  a  student   fails    to    take   ad- 
vantage of  them. 


UNIVERSITIES  OE  ILLINOIS. 

A  pamphlet  gotten  out  by  the  state 
executive  committee  of  the  Illinois 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
contains  a  table  of  statistics  in  regard 
to  the  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
state,  some  of  which  are  very  inter- 
esting. 

The  University  of  Chicago  stands  at 
the  head  in  point  of  wealth,  its  build- 
ings being  valued  at  $2, 660, 000,  and 
itsjamount  of  productive  funds  $5,000,- 
000.  Chicago  has  a  total  of  2,307  stu- 
dents, with  1,293  m  the  undergraduate 
department. 

Northwestern  University  has  2,599 
students,  with  only  531  undergraduate 
students.  The  University  of  Illinois 
is  third  with  181 1  students. 

Lake  Forest  is  placed  fourth  in  point 
of  numbers,  with  1393  students  in  all 
the  departments.  Lake  Forest's 
grounds  and  buildings  are  valued  at 
$450,000,  and  its  amount  of  productive 
funds  is  placed  at  $550,000.  Its  faculty 
is  composed  of  158  men.  We  have 
not  verified  these  statements  but  give 
them  as  they  appeared  in  the  pamphlet. 


MISS  SARGENT  ENTERTAINS. 

The  seniors  of  Ferry  Hall  and  a  few 
gentlemen  from  the  college  were  en- 
tertained by  Miss  Sargent  on  Saturday 
evening.  The  gathering  was  an  in- 
formal one.  The  parlors  of  Miss  Sar- 
gent had  been  tastefully  arranged  for 
the  occasion  and  the  glowing  fire  on 
the  hearth  gave  the  rooms  a  most 
home-like  appearance. 

The  serving  of  delicious  refresh- 
ments was  a  pleasant  feature.  Con- 
versation made  the  time  seem  short, 
and  it  seemed  to  the  guests  that  the 
closing  bell  rang  unusually  early. 
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ADDITION   TO  FACULTY. 

Rev.  George  William  Wright  of 
Chicago  has  been  secured  to  teach 
elocution  in  the  college.  Mr.  Wright 
is  a  graduate  of  Lake  Forest  and  is 
well  known  to  most  of  our  students. 
He  is  one  of  our  most  prominent 
alumni  and  is  gaining  an  enviable  rep- 
utation as  a  preacher  in  Chicago.  He 
will  take  charge  of  the  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  semester,  the  first 
of  February. 

The  department  of  elocution  has, 
for  the  past  few  years  been  under  the 
charge  of  Professor  M.  Bross  Thomas, 
who  has  charge  also  of  the  department 
of  Biblical  Literature.  Professor 
Thomas  has  conducted  the  work  in 
an  eminently  satisfactory  manner,  but 
he  has  never  desired  to  have  charge  of 
that  department,  and  has  simply  kept 
it  until  some  one  could  be  secured  es- 
pecially for  that  department.  He 
welcomes  the  arrival  of  some  one  to 
take  his  place  in  that  field. 


WILL  ISSUE  FORESTER. 

The  junior  class  of  the  college  held 
a  meeting  Friday  afternoon  and  took 
steps  toward  the  publication  of  the 
Forester.  George  Dowrie  was  elected 
business  manager  and  Miss  Miriam 
Douglass  was  elected  managing  editor.

Milwaukee  Applauds  Barr. 

We  clip  the  following  from  the  Chi- 
cago Times-Herald  of  Jan.  21,  1900. 
Thomas  E.  Barr  to  whom  the  clipping 
refers,  graduated  from  Lake  Forest 
University  in  1885  and  he  is  one  of 
the  ablest  men  ever  graduated  from 
the  institution.  The  following  is  a 
report  of  a  sermon  which  he  delivered 
in  Milwaukee  Sunday  afternoon: 

"At  the  services  of  the  People's 
Church  in  the  Davidson  Theater  this 
afternoon  the  sermon  was  by  Rev.  T. 
E.  Barr  of  Chicago.  There  was  a 
large  audience  in  attendance. 

Mr.  Barr  took  no  text,  but  started 
out  by  saying  that  this  was  a  time  to 
emphasize  the  individual  rights  of 
man  and  co-operation. 

Mr.  Barr's  talk  along  these  lines 
brought  out  a  significant  incident. 
Speaking  of  the  drawing  together  of 
the  world's  powers,  he  said  that  he 
doubted  whether  the  great  powers  of 
the  United  States,  England  and  Ger- 
many could  be  brought  together  by 
sordid  commercial  fetters,  but  when  the 
Englishman  and  the  German  came  to 
this  country  they  became  united  and 
inspired  by  the  great  national  heart 
throbbing  for  liberty.  Continuing  Mr. 
Barr  said: 

"I  can  see  no  way  by  which  this 
community  of  interests  can  be  carried 
out  better  than  to  wrap  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  around  the  world." 

As  the  words  dropped  from  the 
speaker's  lips  there  was  a  faint  sound 
of  handclapping,  which  grew  gradually 
louder  until  a  wave  of  applause  swept 
over  the  big  audience,  which  applaud- 
ed what  they  thought  to  be  good  ex- 
pansion sentiments,  although  Mr.  Barr 
afterwards  took  occasion  to  say  that 
he  did  not  mean  to  refer  to  expansion.

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INew  Building  for  Ferry  Hall. 


Ferry  Hall  is  to  have  a  new  building 
which  will  contain  all  recitation  rooms 
and  which  will  leave  the  present  build- 
ing to  be  used  for  a  dormitory.  Plans 
for  the  new  structure,  made  by  Frost  & 
Granger,  the  Chicago  architects,  have 
been  accepted  and  the  money  for  the 
building  is  practically  assured. 

The  trustees  of  the  university  have 
agreed  to  furnish  half  of  the  funds  nec- 
essary, if  the  alumnae  and  former  stu- 
dents of  Ferry  Hall  will  donate  the 
other  half,  that  is,  they  will  duplicate 
all  the  subscriptions  of  the  former  stu- 
dents. A  letter  signed  by  Miss  Sabra  L. 
Sargent,  principal  of  the  seminary,  and 
Dr.  James  G.  K.  McClure,  president  of 
the  university,  will  be  sent  out  to  all 
old  students,  who  number  about  1,700. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  money  can  be 
raised  so  that  the  building  can  be  com- 
pleted by  the  opening  of  school  next 
September.  The  Ferry  Hall  Glee 
Club  has  subscribed  $100  to  the  fund. 
A  large  part  of  this  amount  has  already 
been  raised  by  the  club. 

The  building,  which  is  to  cost  $34,000 
when  completed,  will  be  constructed  of 
brick  to  match  the  present  structure. 
It  will  stand  immediately  north  of  the 
main  building  and  will  be  connected 
with  the  latter  by  a  covered  passage- 
way, just  as  the  chapel  is  connected  on 
the  south  end.  It  will  have  two  stories 
and  a  basement.  On  the  first  and  sec- 
ond floors  will  be  offices  and  recitation 
rooms.       In  the  basement  will    be  rec- 


reation rooms,  a  kitchen  for  cooking  for 
social  entertainments,  etc.  There  will 
be  twelve  recitation  rooms,  some  of 
which  will  be  50  by  24  feet  and  the  rest 
29  by  24  feet. 

At  the  north  end  of  the  building  will 
be  a  semi-circular  auditorium  with  a 
stage.  The  auditorium  will  seat  350 
people.  This  room  will  be  used  for  all 
entertainments.  There  will  be  an  en- 
trance at  each  end  of  the  building. 
Next  spring  will  be  the  thirtieth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  Ferry  Hall 
and  President  McClure  and  Miss  Sar- 
gent wish  to  mark  the  occasion  by  the 
erection  of  this  fine  new  structure. 

The  history  of  Ferry  Hall  is  proba- 
bly not  very  well  known  to  most  of  the 
students.  A  girls'  seminary  was  pro- 
vided for  in  the  charter  of  Lake  Forest 
University,  but  it  was  not  until  1868 
that  Ferry  Hall  was  founded.  A  be- 
quest of  $35,000  was  received  from 
Rev.  William  F.  Ferry  at  that  time, 
and  this  money,  with  an  additional 
Sio,000  was  used  to  erect  a  building. 

The  seminary  was  opened  in  1869 
with  Edward  P.  Weston  as  its  first  prin- 
cipal. On  the  list  of  references  was 
the  name  of  James  G.  Blaine,  and  on 
the  board  of  trustees  were  Rev.  David 
Swing,  Cyrus  H.  McCormick  and 
Charles  B.  Farwell.  Since  that  time 
the  following  have  been  principals  of 
the  seminary:  Martha  H.  Sprague, 
Rev.  A.  G.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Esther  M. 
Thompson,  Miss  Sarah  M.    Van  Vleck, 
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Dr.  Levi  Sweeley  and    Miss    Sabra    L. 
Sargent,  who  took  charge  in  1894. 

During  the  time  that  Dr.  Sweeley 
was  principal  the  building  was  enlarged 
to  twice  its-former  size  and  the  chapel 
was  erected.  During  Miss  Sargent's 
term  the  enrollment  has  been  greatly 
enlarged  and  the  standard  has  been 
raised  to  that  of  the  best  women's 
schools. 


This  building  will  add  another  to  the 
group  which  has  been  erected  since 
Dr.  McClure  became  president  of  the 
university.  The  ones  already  erected 
are  the  Alice  Home,  the  Lois  Durand 
Hall,  the  chapel  and  the  library,  the 
latter  two  of  which  are  now  rapidly 
nearing  completion. 


Browning-Barrett  Love  Letters. 


In  the  December  number  of  The 
Open  Court  appears  an  article  on  "The 
Browning-Barrett  Love  Letters  and 
the  Psychology  of  Love,"  by  Professor 
H.  M.  Stanley,  of  Lake  Forest  Univer- 
sity. The  article  should  be  of  special 
interest  to  students  of  psychology  as 
it  contains  an  able  analysis  of  a  topic 
that  has  received  too  little  attention 
by  writers  on  the  subject.  The  fol- 
lowing brief  extract  of  the  paper  gives 
only  a  limited  and  imperfect  idea  of 
its  character: 

"From  these  letters  we  discern  that 
the  first  and  main  factor  in  their  love 
— as  perhaps  in  all  romantic  love — is 
mutual  spiritual  mastery.  Before  they 
ever  met,  Elizabeth  Barrett  felt  Brown- 
ing's mastery  through  his  works  and 
correspondence,  a  mastery  of  intel- 
lectual breadth  and  depth,  of  masculine 
force  and  various  dramatic  powers, 
and  of  a  generous  noble  character.  *  * 

To  love,  at  least  deeply,  Elizabeth 
Barrett  must  happen  upon  a  greater 
genius  than  her  own;  for  certainly  in 
general  the  woman  cannot  love  the 
man  of  inferior  intellect,  and  a  woman 
of  highest  mind,  like  Miss  Barrett,  has 
slight  chance  of  meeting  a  superior.  * 
*  *  She  had  hoped  only  for  friend- 
ship and  sympathy  at    the    best   from 


him  she  reverenced  as  past  master  of 
the  divine  art  of  poetry,  as  wise,  noble, 
great;  but  that  he  should  love  her  was 
more  than  any  dream — it  was  a 
miracle. 

But  the  mastery  was  by  no  means 
one-sided;  if  Elizabeth  Barrett  feels  at 
once  that  Robert  Browning  is  her  mas- 
ter, he  equally  feels  that  she  is  his 
"mistress."  He  sees  at  once  in  her  a 
superior  nobility,  gentleness,  and  un- 
selfishness which  enthrall  him.     * 

These  lovers  debate  the  reason  of 
love,  and  of  course  with  lover-like  un- 
reason find  that  they  love  for  no  reason 
at  all.  *  *  *  And  it  is  but  natural 
for  love  to  take  this  stand,  for  love  is 
intensely  toward  the  person  per  se,  and 
so  it  dislikes  any  abstraction  of  any 
quality,  and  further  it  is  false  to  the 
nature  of  love  to  merely  know  its  ob- 
ject, for  knowledge  is  external  to  the 
object,  but  love  seeks  identification. 
In  the  most  sacred  love  also  there  is  to 
itself  a  measure  of  impiety  in  mere 
explication.  But  to  the  psychologist, 
of  course,  love  has  both  its  elements 
and  its  reasons,  for  whatever  lovers 
may  think,  love  cannot  be  accounted  a 
supernatural  phenomenon.  But  we 
cannot  agree  with  Herbert  Spencer 
that  love  is  a  mere  complex    of    physi 
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cal  feeling,  of  feeling  for  personal 
beauty,  of  reverence,  love  of  approba- 
tion, of  self-esteem,  of  property,  love 
of  freedom  and  sympathy.  But  love 
is  not  a  mere  complex,  nor  does  it  find 
its  power  therein.  This  formula  does 
not  give  the  full  real  quality.  Love  in 
its  highest  types,  at  least  in  this  case 
of  Elizabeth  Barrett,  is  a  fire  of  abso- 
lute devotion  which  sets  ablaze  all  its 
material.  Again  in  her,  'self  esteem' 
as  in  highest  love  generally,  is  drowned 
in  the  object.  She  even  fears  the  re- 
fined selfishness  that  she  may  love  his 
love  rather  than  him,  as  we  see  from 
this  exquisite  love  passage.  'I  love 
your  love  too  much.  And  that  is  the 
worst  fault,  my  beloved,  I  ever  can 
find  in  my  love  of  you.'   *  *   * 

We  have  now  to  remark  on  what  is 
called  the  illusion  of  love  which  is  seen 
as  clearly  in  these  letters  of  two  most 
wise  and  self-conscious  individuals  as 
in  the  love  of  two  ordinary  persons. 
Robert  Browning  and  Elizabeth  Bar- 
rett seek  in  vain  to  express  the  abso- 
lute value  of  the  other  to  the  one. 
Elizabeth  Barrett  declares  to  Robert 
Browning  'you  are  all  the  world  and 
the  stars  besides  to  me,'  but  certainly 
this  expresses  the  real  feeling,  the  ac- 
tual valuation  of  the  moment,  and  all 
the  universe  is  as  nothing,  for  the 
whole  individual  life  is  lost  in  the 
other.  Thus  honest  perfect  love  can- 
not exaggerate,  and  the  standpoint  of 
the  world  outside,  to  whom  this  partic- 
ular individual  is  not  supremely 
precious,  and  to  whom  the  love  lan- 
guage seems  silly,  is  not  the  true 
standpoint.  The  individual  standpoint 
is  the  true  standpoint  for  the  individ- 
ual; what  makes  his  life  is  his  life.  Still 
we  can  say  that  no  person  of  sense  al- 
lows the  universe  to  fade  into  insig- 
nificance before  the  claims  of  a  single 
mortal,  but  will  keep    himself    to    the 


highest  work  in  the  most  general  rela- 
tions of  truth,  goodness  and  beauty. 
And  this  is  the  question  which  con- 
stantly disturbs  these  high-minded 
lovers;  they  have  constantly  to  urge 
upon  each  other  that  each  does  not, 
will  not,  stand  in  the  way  of  the  other's 
life  work  in  poetry,  will  not  allow  per- 
sonal service  to  interfere  with  world 
service.  Elizabeth  Barrett  even,  which 
may  be  counted  rather  exceptional 
with  women,  perceives  the  higher  sig- 
nificance of  the  universal  and  is  quite 
ready  with  the  sublime  heroism  of  an 
absolutely  unselfish  nature  to  sacrifice 
her  union  with  Robert  Browning,  if  it 
shall  reduce  him  from  writing  the  high- 
est poetry  to  scribbling  pot-boilers. 
Truly  we  have  in  the  marriage  of 
Elizabeth  Barrett  and  Robert  Brown- 
ing the  extremely  rare — even  perhaps 
unique  case — of  two  great  creative 
minds  accomplishing  their  peculiar 
universal  work  not  in  spite  of,  but 
largely  by  virtue  of  their  personal  re- 
lation and  service.     *   * 

We  have  mentioned  the  illusion  of 
love — which  is  no  illusion,  but  there  is 
also  another  illusion,  that  of  happiness. 
This  is  the  illusion  on  which  Schopen- 
hauer and  Von  Hartmann  insist,  name- 
ly, that  the  so-called  love-happiness  is 
but  a  cheat  by  which  nature  secures 
the  continuance  of  the  species  at  the 
real  expense  of  the  individual.  * 
But  what  are  the  facts  in  this  Brown- 
ing-Barrett case?  Here  we  certainly 
have  the  most  unequivocal  testimony 
pre-nuptial  and  post-nuptial,  as  to  com- 
plete unalloyed  happiness,  and  on  Mrs. 
Browning's  side  it  is  life  itself.  There 
is  no  sacrifice  of  the  individual,  only 
furtherance,  and  it  is  the  fundamental 
error  of  Schopenhauer  that  he  con- 
trasts the  welfare  of  the  individual  and 
species,  as  if  the  nature  of  the  new 
generation  were  not    dependent    upon 
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the  real  welfare  and  so  happiness  of 
the  individuals  of  former  generations. 
But  apart  from  all  this,  the  present  in- 
stance is  plainly  a  personal  happiness 
of  the  completest  type;  and  if  Schop- 
enhauer rejoins  that  such  cases  are 
made  so  not  by  love  per  se  but  by 
friendship,  sympathy,  etc.,  which  are 
radically  independent  of  romantic  love 
it  is  yet  certain  enough  from  Miss  Bar- 
rett's love  letters  that  the  real  over- 
whelming, suffusing,  constant  joy  of 
life  was  her  love  for  Robert  Browning, 
and  that  these  other  elements  were 
pale  in  comparison."

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BEFORE    THE    COUNCIL. 

The  question  as  to  whether  there 
shall  be  a  public  pool  and  billiard  hall 
in  Lake  Forest  is  at  present  under  dis- 
cussion by  many  citizens  of  the  town. 
Joseph  O'Neill  has  circulated  a  petition 
to  the  city  council  to  open  a  pool  and 
billiard  room  in  connection  with  a  bar- 
ber shop  and  news  stand,  near  the 
postoffice  on  Railroad  avenue.  As 
soon  as  the  plans  of  O'Neill  became 
known,  two  counter  petitions  were 
started,  one  by  Mr.  Nelson  and  another 
by  Israel  P.  Rumsey,  both  of  which 
contained  a  large  number  of  signa- 
tures. The  petition  of  I.  P.  Rumsey 
as  it  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Inter  Ocean  is  as  follows: 

"To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Lake  Forest — Gentlemen:  Learning 
that  application  for  license  to  establish 
a  pool  or  billiard  room  in  this  city  has 
been  made  to  you,  and  that  you  now 
have  before  you  an  ordinance  or  prop- 
osition forlicensing  or  regulating  pool- 
rooms and  billiard  halls  in  Lake  For- 
est, we  respectfully  represent  that  in 
our  opinion  such  resorts  are  in  effect 
akin  to  saloons,  are  demoralizing  in  in- 
fluence, and  wholly  antagonistic  to  the 
general  sentiment  of  this  community. 

"In  securing  a  charter  for  our  city 
the  idea  was  clearly  expressed  that  we 
should  have  a  community  devoid  of 
the  common  forms  of  temptation  to 
youth.  During  forty  years  of  corpo- 
rate life  the  principle  and  spirit  of  that 
charter  have  been  maintained,  and 
many  of  our  taxpayers  have  chosen 
our  city  as  a  home  because  of  their 
surroundings.  We  earnestly  hope 
that  you  will  not  only  decline  to  pass 
any  ordinance  recognizing  resorts  of 
this  character,  but  that  you  will  go 
further  in  affirming  the  policy  which 
under  our  charter  we  have  a  right  to 
expect,  and  provide  that    such    resorts 


shall  be  unlawful  within  the  corporate 
limits." 

It  is  said  that  a  movement  is  on  foot 
to  induce  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  to  establish  a  place  of  en- 
tertainment and  amusement,  where 
there  will  be  baths,  a  bowling  alley, 
library  and  reading  rooms. 

At  the  present  writing  no  den  lite 
action  has  been  taken  in  this  mat  :er 
but  it  is  expected  that  if  the  plans 
mentioned  are  to  be  adopted  at  all,  it 
will  be  in  the  near  future. 


A  COMMUNICATION. 

To  the  Stentor: — 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  American 
people  and  the  American  press,  in  re- 
gard to  the  war  in  South  Africa  are 
conducting  themselves  in  a  manner  es- 
pecially unworthy,  if  not  contemptible. 
At  the  news  of  a  slight  reverse  to  the 
British  army,  the  newspapers  of  the 
country  immediately  go  into  paroxy- 
sms of  delight  and  proceed  to  fill'their 
front  page  with  dazzling  scare  heads, 
and  their  editorial  columns  with  the 
most  invective  abuse  of  England,  her 
grabbing  policy,  and  anything  Eng- 
land whatever. 

A  great  deal  may  be  said  on  both 
sides  as  to  the  affairs  in  the  Transvaal 
but  the  principal  crime  the  Englishmen 
(the  creators  of  Johannesburg)  appear 
to  be  charged  with  is  the  coming  there 
to  make  money.  Aside  from  the 
affairs  as  they  stand  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  Transvaal,  the  out- 
come of  the  war  is  of  the  most  vital 
interest  to  the  United  States.  In  the 
first  place  to  put  it  briefly,  the  pre- 
dominance of  the  anglo-saxon  race 
over  the  world  is  at  stake  in  the  pres- 
ent war  and  should  England  be  de- 
feated her  world  wide  ascendancy 
would  be  in  a  precarious  condition. 
As  loner  as  English    influence    is    wide 
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spread  so  much  the  better  it  will  be 
for  us  as  an  English  speaking    nation. 

In  the  second  place,  England  was 
the  only  nation  that  appeared  friendly 
to  us  in  the  Spanish  war.  It  is  cer- 
tainly a  base  ingratitude  to  turn  on  a 
friend  because  a  century  and  a  quarter 
ago  we  had  a  serious  difference  and 
because  of  a  difference  in  policies  we 
have  become  accustomed  to  lament  at 
British  success. 

The  same  papers  criticizing  the  ex- 
pansion policy  of  England  and  repre- 
senting in  cartoons  England  as  some 
horrible  murderous  beast  forget  that 
at  the  same  time  we  have  foreign  in- 
terests and  are  no  more  willing  to  give 
them  up  than  any  other  rational 
country.  "  '02."

In  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  a  school  of  thinkers  organized 
in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of 
breaking  away  from  the  old  theories  of 
life  and  progress  and  establishing  a 
theory  more  in  accord  with  their  ideas 
of  true  morality  and  religion.  Some 
of  the  foremost  thinkers  and  writers 
were  advocates  of  this  new  school,  but 
on  the  other  hand  a  large  class  of  in- 
telligent people  identified  its  principles 
with  idealism,  pantheism  and  socialism. 
John  Ripley,  one  of  the  foremost  work- 
ers in  the  new  movement,  established 
a  colony  on  what  is  known  as  "Brook 
Farm,"  expecting  to  see  in  it  the  suc- 
cessful development  of  his  cherished 
ideas.  The  plan,  for  a  time,  showed 
signs  of  bearing  fruit,  but  in  the  end 
was  barren  of  any  great  success. 

Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  a  partial  con- 
vert to  Transcendentalism,  seeing  in 
the  "Brook  Farm"  enterprise  the  basis 
of  a  romance  into  which  he  could 
weave  his  new  theories,  set  to  work 
and  produced  the  "Blithedale  Ro- 
mance." The  central  figures  of  the 
story  are  Hollingsworth  and  Zenobia; 
the  latter  character  being  a  close  par- 
allel to  Margaret  Fuller.  Miles  Cover- 
dale,  a  young  poet  at  odds  with  man- 
kind, decides  to  leave  the  city  and  go 
out  to  the  Blithedale  farm.  Here  he 
finds  Hollingsworth  and  Zenobia,  who 
have  also  left  the  city  to  try  the  broad 
experiment  of  pure  socialism  at  Blithe- 
dale.    A  poor  seamstress  girl,  Priscilla, 


joins  them  and  assists  in  the  work: 
Coverdale,  the  poet,  at  first  finds  the1 
plan  irksome  to  his  high  strung  nerves. 
Each  one  had  to  bear  his  share  of  the 
farm  labor.  Cows  had  to  be  milked, 
the  ground  plowed  and  the  garden 
planted,  and  each  person,  no  matter 
what  his  former  habits  or  customs,  was 
expected  to  lend  hearty  aid.  !* 

These  people  had  secluded  them- 
selves from  the  world  almost  as  com- 
pletely as  if  they  had  shut  themselves 
up  in  a  cave.  They  occupied  their' 
spare  time  in  formulating  new  plans 
for  action.  The  Puritan  principles  of 
New  England  were  too  narrow  and 
contracted  for  them.  Pride,  jealousy,- 
greed,  and  all  other  imperfections  of 
human  nature  were  put  aside.  "It  was 
our  purpose,"  as  Hawthorne  makes- 
Coverdale  say,  "to  give  up  whatever! 
we  had  heretofore  attained,  for  the  sake 
of  showing  to  mankind  the  example  of 
a  life  governed  by  other  than  the  false 
and  cruel  principles  on  which  human 
society  has  all  along  been  founded." 

Old  Silas  Foster  and  wife,  the  own- 
ers of  the  farm,  did  not  always  enter 
heartily  into  the  plans  of  the  Trans- 
cendentalists.  For  instance,  when  they 
would  be  conversing  upon  the  selfish- 
ness and  pride  of  the  human  race  and 
the  value  of  pure  love  as  a  substitute, 
the  old  man  would  break  in  by  asking 
which  one  of  them  was  a  good  judge 
of  swine,  saying  that  some,  one  must 
go  to  the  Brighton  fair  and  buy    half  a 
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dozen  pigs.  And  again,  when  they 
would  be  building  some  air-castle  of 
human  perfection,  he  would  suggest 
that  one  of  the  women  might  go  out 
and  help  along  the  work  by  pulling  the 
weeds  out  of  the  onion  bed. 

In  time  others  came  to  Blithedale, 
eager  to  test  the  merits  of  the  new 
system,  and  to  see  if  they  might  share 
in  its  blessings  and  profits.  Pure  co- 
operation was  the  plan  adopted.  Each 
person  was  made  to  feel  the  power  of 
his  own  individualism.  Each  one  had 
an  equal  share  in  the  work  and  each 
an  equal  share  in  the  results. 

The  scheme  as  followed  for  a  time 
at  Blithedale  was  one  that  ultimately 
pointed  to  a  noble  and  unselfish  life. 
It  had  in  it,  undoubtedly,  the  elements 
which  develop  the  very  best  that  is  in 
human  nature. 

The  plan  was  ideal,  almost  Utopian, 
but  the  ruling  principles  of  human  na- 
ture were  not  to  be  overcome;  hence 
the  final  failure  of  the  plan.         G.  C.

proposition  to  the  two  societies  that 
have  signified  their  willingness  to  en- 
ter the  debate. 

Accordingly  the  Bulletin  Company 
announces  that  it  offers  to  the  two 
young  men's  literary  societies  of  Lake 
Forest  College — Athenaean  and  Zeta 
Epsilon — a  prize  cup,  to  be  awarded 
to  the  society  whose  representatives 
shall  have  the  highest  average  in  the 
second  annual  Bulletin  debate,  to  be 
held  before  June  I,  1900.  The  condi- 
tions of  the  contest  and  the  date  shall 
be  arranged  by  a  committee  consisting 


of  the  presidents  of  the  two  societies 
and  a  member  of  the  faculty  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Bulletin  Company.  The 
subject  shall  be  selected  by  the  de- 
baters, subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bulletin  Company.  Each  society  shall 
be  represented  by  three  men  who 
shall  debate  on  the  same  side  of  the 
question. 

The  cup,  which  is  to  take  the  p'.ace 
of  the  book  prizes  of  last  year,  shall  be 
contested  for  three  years.  It  is  to  be 
retained  by  the  winning  society  each 
year  until  the  next  succeeding  debate. 
At  the  end  of  three  years  the  society 
whose  average  shall  be  highest,  is  to 
retain  the  cup.

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INicaragucm  Canal  Question. 


The  question  of  the  Nicaraguan 
canal  is  once  more  before  the  Amer- 
ican people  and  is  occupying  the  pro- 
found attention  of  Congress.  The 
benefit  of  such  a  canal  not  only  to  the 
United  States  but  to  all  the  countries 
of  the  Western  as  well  as  many  of  the 
Eastern  Hemisphere  goes  without 
controversy.  That  part  of  the  prob- 
lem has  long  been  settled.  The  point 
with  which  our  legislators  have  to 
deal  is  how  to  meet  the  enormous  ex- 
pense that  would  attach  itself  to  such 
an  enterprise  and  at  the  same  time  to 
satisfactorily  settle  any  point  of  inter- 
national law  that  might  arise  and 
operate  to  our  detriment. 

The  history  of  the  Nicaraguan  and 
Panama  canal  enterprises  has  failure 
written  over  it  all.  The  last  company 
organized  to  build  the  Nicaraguan 
canal  gave  promise  at  first  of  a  brilliant 
success.  It  did  not  partake  of  the 
nature  of  the  mushroom  corporations 
and  bubble  enterprises  that  had  pre- 
ceded it.  The  plan  was  to  make  use 
of  the  river  and  lake  bearing  the 
name,  Nicaragua,  and  by  dredging  to 
render  them  navigable  for  ocean 
steamships. 

This  left  a  comparatively  short  dis- 
tance for  the  canal  to  be  excavated 
and  it  was  thought  that  the  enterprise 
could  be  carried  through  without  any 
delays  or  complications.  Work  was 
accordingly  commenced  and  pushed 
rapidly  ahead,  but  before  long  the  un- 


dertaking began  to  assume  such  pro- 
portions that  the  engineers  declared 
themselves  unable  to  complete  the 
work  unless  there  was  placed  at  their 
command  larger  sums  of  money  than 
was  at  first  thought  necessary.  It  was 
finally  discovered  that  the  Nicaraguan 
canal  was  not  a  safe  place  for  individ- 
ual investments  but  that  it  would  take 
the  energy  and  the  financial  backing 
of  a  nation  to  carry  through  such  a 
project  with  any  degree  of  success. 
The  scheme  was  for  a  time  abandoned 
but  within  the  last  few  months  interest 
in  it  has  revived  to  such  an  extent  that 
today  the  chances  are  very  favorable 
for  our  government  taking  up  the  work 
and  advancing  it  to  completion. 

The  recent  war  and  the  increased 
territory  of  the  United  States  makes 
such  a  canal  an  urgent  necessity.  The 
need  of  a  canal  at  this  point  was 
keenly  felt  when  our  battle-ship  "The 
Oregon"  was  compelled  to  make  that 
long  and  hazardous  trip  around  Cape 
Horn  at  the  beginning  of  the  late  war; 
and  later  when  "The  Iowa"  made  its 
voyage  to  the  East. 

President  Hayes  expressed  the  right 
view  of  this  subject  years  ago,  when 
he  said — "It  is  the  duty  of  the  United 
States  to  build,  own — and  control  the 
Nicaraguan  canal."  Put  some  of  our 
people  contend  that  such  action  by  our 
government  could  not  be  undertaken 
without  jeopardizing  our  friendly  re- 
lations with  other   nations,    pointing — 
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as  a  proof  of  their  position  to  the 
Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  of  1867  which 
provides  that  no  nation  shall  control 
the  short  route  to  the  East.  Since  the 
signing  of  that  treaty  however,  affairs 
have  moved  rapidly,  conditions  have 
radically  changed  and  our  relations 
with  foreign  countries  have  assumed  a 
different  aspect.  Our  dominion  ex- 
tends over  thousands  of  miles  of  terri- 
tory, while  from  a  station  of  retire- 
ment we  have  entered  the  arena  of  the 
world  powers.  Henceforth  we  must 
guard  jealously  our  possessions  and 
prepare  to  seize  any  opportunity  of 
rendering  more  secure  our  newly  ac- 
quired position. 

Furthermore  that  treaty  has  long 
been  a  dead  letter  both  to  England 
and  the  United  States.  The  spirit  of 
the  pact  has  been  violated)  by  Eng- 
land as  in  the  case  of  the  Suez  canal 
without  protest  from  us.  This  fact  has 
abrogated  the  treaty  long  since  so  that 
we  are  now  justified  in  going  ahead 
with  the  Nicaraguan  work  without 
waiting  for  the  "consent  of  any  na- 
tion." Nicaragua  and  Costa  Rica 
have  already  made  all  necessary  con- 
cessions. As  Congressman  Hepburn 
in  discussing  the  question  says: 
"Could  anyone  object  if  the  United 
States  saw  fit  to  construct  a  ship  canal 
from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  on 
territory  belonging  solely  to  the 
United  States;  or  if  Nicaragua  con- 
structed a  canal  on  her  own  soil  from 
the  Carribean  sea  to  the  Pacific  ocean?" 
"Nor  would  anyone  have  the  right," 
says  he,  "to  quarrel  with  Nicaragua 
in  thus  disposing  to  the  United  States 
a  right  that  unquestionably  belongs  to 
her." 

The  necessity  for  our  action  on  the 
project  must  be  evident  to  all.  The 
amount  the  United  States  would  be  re- 
quired to  pay    to    complete    the    canal 


has  been  carefully  estimated  by  com- 
petent engineers  and  found  not  to  ex- 
ceed $I20,00C,000.  When  we  realize 
that  at  one  time  over  $100,000,000 
was  expended  to  put  through  the 
Union  Pacific  railroad  and  that  the 
advantages  accruing  to  the  country 
from  that  expenditure  was  much  less 
than  we  could  reasonably  expect  to 
derive  from  such  a  canal  as  the  one 
mentioned,  the  necessity  and  the  de- 
sirability of  taking  hold  of  this  work 
and  pushing  it  to  a  finish  must  appeal 
to  every  one. 

Moreover  from  a  commercial  stand- 
point the  effect  would  be  most  grati- 
fying, for  it  would  result  in  a  rapid 
stimulation  and  development  of  all 
branches  of  industry.  A  shorter  route 
would  be  provided  for  our  vessels  and 
cheaper  transportation  would  be  the 
natural  consequence.  The  American 
producer  would  be  placed  in  a  more 
favorable  position  and  could  always 
find  a  ready  market  for  his  products, 
if  not  at  home  in  foreign  lands. 

The  chief  products  from  the  Pacific 
coast  reach  us  now  by  the  way  of  Cape 
Horn — a  distance  from  San  Francisco 
to  New  Orleans  of  15,056  miles.  If 
the  Nicaraguan  canal  was  completed 
and  in  operation  the  distance  for  a 
ship  to  travel  between  these  two 
points  would  be  only  4,047  miles — a 
saving  of  over  11  thousand  miles  in 
each  voyage.  When  we  consider  that 
the  United  States  stands  third  among 
the  nations  of  the  world  in  the  volume 
of  foreign  commerce  it  does  not  re- 
quire a  very  strong  stretch  of  the  im- 
agination to  see  her  at  the  very  head 
if  she  should  "build,  own  control  and 
put  into  operation"  so  great  an  enter- 
prise as  the  Nicaraguan  canal. 

It  will  give  the  United  States  a 
chance  to  better  use  her  great  oppor- 
tunities, it  will  increase    our    traffic  on

the  seas,  it  will  cheapen  freights, 
stimulate  industries — and  guarantee  to 
us  the  position  of  leading  commercial 
nation  of  the  world.  The  United 
States  has  advanced  too  far  in  the 
race  for  international  supremacy  to 
falter  now.  The  right  is  ours  to  build, 
own,  control,  and  fortify,  if  need  be, 
the  Nicaraguan  canal.  Let  no  morbid 
sentimentalism  stand  in  the  path  of 
our  progress  but  let  the  tide  which  has 
come  in  the  affairs  of  this  nation  be 
taken  at  its  flood  and  it  will  lead  on  to 
fortune.  — '02.

On  last  Friday  afternoon  in  Lois 
Durand  Hall,  Miss  Holt  and  Miss  Hiatt 
talked  very  enthusiastically  to  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association 
of  the  college.  A  number  of  the  town 
people  were  present,  Mrs.  Frank  Hall, 
the  world's  secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion, being  among  the  number. 

This  work  on  North  Avenue,  is,  as 
it  were,  almost  a  protegee  of  Lake 
Forest,  since  so  many  of  her  people — 
Miss  Holt,  Mrs.  Nash,  Mrs.  Harvey, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Durand  and  others — are 
doing  so  much  in  its  behalf.  The  settle- 
ment, which  is  a  branch  of  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  in  Chi- 
cago, is  young,  yet  has  already  gone 
farther  in  educational  lines  than  any 
other  of  its  kind  in  the  city.  It  is  a 
work  for  women  and  girls,  although 
they  have  been  obliged  to  take  about 
thirty-five  boys  in  the  absence  of  any 
Young  Men's  Association  in  the  vi- 
cinity, to  keep  them — as  Miss  Hiatt 
expressed  it,  from  tearing  down  the 
building.  It  is  located  in  one  of  the 
worst  quarters  of  the  city,  where  with- 
in seven  blocks  are  twenty-three 
dance-halls,  countless  saloons,  and 
evil  places  of  all  kinds,  and  where  one 
is  not  safe  on  the  street  even  under 
the  eyes  of  the  policemen,  supposedly 
the  representatives  of  law  and  order. 
In  the  immediate  vicinity  are  fifteen 
hundred  factory  girls,  only  three  hun- 
dred of  whom  have  been  reached,  and 
the  association  is  only  postponing  an 
extension  of  the  work  for  lack  of  suffi- 
cient funds. 

There  are  two  literary  societies,  the 
membership  of  which  of  necessity 
must  be  limited  and  whose  "waiting 
lists"  are  long.  There  are  classes  in 
sewing,       cooking,     English,      French, 


English  Literature,  and  chorus  work, 
taught  by  representatives  of  these  de- 
partments in  Lewis  and  Armour  Insti- 
tutes and  the  University  of  Chicago, 
so  that  the  patrons  of  the  settlement 
are  given  a  taste  of  the  best  educa- 
tional advantages  attainable. 

There  are  also  reading  rooms  and 
other  means  of  entertainment  and 
amusement.  But  it  is  education,  pre- 
eminently, which  these  people  want. 
The  waiting  lists  for  the  classes  are 
always  full  and  one  class  of  girls,  too 
small  to  take  any  of  the  educational 
work,  had  to  be  given  a  "kitchen  gar- 
den" class  to  retain  them.  Here  they 
are  taught  the  proper  means  of  setting 
a  table  and  all  the  niceties  of  a  home 
which  come  as  a  matter  of  course  to 
those  of  us  more  fortunate  in  our 
earthly  possessions. 

A  weekly  mother's  meeting — not 
club,  for  clubs  necessitate  fees — brings 
great  brightness  into  the  lives  of  these 
hard  worked,  in  many  cases  cruelly 
abused,  women.  One  husband  refused 
to  allow  his  wife  to  come  until  she  won 
him  over  by  ten  cents  for  beer  and  the 
promise  of  an  arm  full  of  papers  for 
him  to  read.  There  is  a  great  need  of 
reading  matter  for  distribution  and  sec- 
ond hand  papers  and  magazines  would 
be  very  acceptable.  They  can  be  sent  to 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  settlement,  474  West 
North  Avenue. 

Miss  Hiatt  said  that  very  often  visit- 
ors, seeing  the  cleanliness  and  neatness 
of  the  children  in  the  vicinity,  felt  that 
they  were  not  poor  enough  to  merit 
such  help  as  is  given  them  by  the  set- 
tlement. It  is  only  when  one  sees 
them  in  their  home  life  that  their  con- 
dition can  be  realized.  One  of  the 
settlement     workers       nursed    a    sick 
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woman  for  three  weeks  and  during  that 
time  lived  on  bread  and  lard  which  was 
the  habitual  diet  of  the  family. 

The  Y.  W.  C.    A.,    assisted    by    the 


young  ladies  of  the  town,  are  planning 
an  entertainment  as  a  benefit  for  the 
North  Avenue  Settlement,  further 
notice  of  which  will  appear  later.

The  Washington's  Birthday  celebra- 
tion in  the  Art  Institute,  last  Thursday 
morning,  was  a  genuine  success.  A 
goodly  audience  assembled  from  Ferry 
Hall,  the  academy  and  the  college, 
while  a  sprinkling  of  townspeople  gave 
increased  interest  to  the  occasion. 
Dean  Halsey  presided,  making  appro- 
priate remarks  upon  the  absence  of 
Dr.  McClure  and  the  theme  of  the  day. 
The  Ferry  Hall  and  the  academy  glee 
clubs  led  the  singing  of  patriotic  airs 
and  gave  an  added  zest  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  sentiment  of  the  hour. 
The  speaker  of  the  day  was  Mr.  John 
H.  Hamline,  one  of  Chicago's  most 
noted  lawyers,  and  a  man  interested, 
as  Dean  Halsey  said,  "in  every  move- 
ment for  clean  standards  in  politics." 
The  speech  of  Mr.  Hamline  was  a  clear, 
forcible,  logical  and  constructive  expo- 
sition of  Washington's  character  and 
public  service.  In  his  opening  re- 
marks Mr.  Hamline  stated  that  it  was 
with  great  reluctance  that  he  addressed 
a  body  of  students,  because  he  realized 
that  their  minds  were  in  that  formula- 
tive  period  when  they  were  most  sus- 
ceptible to  impressions  and  this  fact 
increased  the  responsibility  of  anyone 
endeavoring  to  lead  their  thought.  He 
therefore,  avoided  all  partisan  utter- 
ances, as  far  as  was  possible.  His 
speech  in  brief  was  as  follows: 

You  remember  the  incident  when 
Washington  is  said  to  have  thrown  a 
silver  dollar  across  the  Potomac.  Many 


Americans  may  doubt  this  story.  An 
American  official  was  standing  with  an 
Englishman  one  day  at  the  very  spot 
where  this  event  is  supposed  to  have 
occurred  and  the  English  friend,  look- 
ing at  the  vast  expanse  of  the  river  at 
this  point,  said  he  did  not  see  how 
Washington  could  have  thrown  the 
dollar  across  it.  "Oh,  -well,"  said  the 
American,  "you  know  a  silver  dollar 
would  go  a  good  deal  farther  in  those 
days  than  it  will  now."  On  another 
occasion,  at  a  banquet,  an  American 
was  laughed  at  for  believing  that 
Washington  could  have  performed  this 
feat.  "Well,  gentlemen,  laugh  if  you 
like,  but  you  know  that  he  tossed  a 
sovereign  across  the  sea."  The  first 
main  point  in  the  address  was  Wash- 
ington in  the  Revolution.  The 
speaker  traced  the  character  of  the 
times  just  prior  to  the  Revolution, 
mentioning  James  Otis'  speech,  the 
Writs  of  Assistance,  and  other  events 
which  were  all  incidents  of  the  great 
principle  of  war,  namely,  England's 
assertion  of  her  right  to  tax  the  Colon- 
ists to  help  liquidate  the  great  debts  of 
the  British  Empire.  The  Magna  Charta 
had  established  the  great  English 
principle  that  a  subject  could  not  be 
taxed  by  the  crown  but  only  through 
their  representatives  in  parliament.  In 
other  words,  government  must  be 
based  on  the  consent  of  the  governed. 
Washington  fought  for  this  tenet,  with 
all  the    devotion     and     ability    of    his 
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mighty  self,  and  in  winning  it,  per- 
formed his  first  preeminent  service  for 
America.  After  elaboration  of  this 
service,  the  speaker  spoke  of  Washing- 
ton's deeds  in  the  formation  ot  the 
Constitution,  how  his  influence  was 
ever  on  the  side  of  law  and  order,  and 
traced  ithe  personal  weight  of  this 
great  man  in  this  crucial  period  of  our 
country's  history.  With  those  two 
great  public  services  we  take  notice  of 
his  great  policy  avoiding  all  entang- 
ling European  j  alliances,  a  policy  at 
once  wise  and  the  embodiment  of  the 
keenest  foresight  and  skillful  states- 
manship. 

On  this  point  the  speaker  quoted 
from  Washington's  speech  against  for- 
eign entanglements  as  follows:  "The 
great  rule  of  conduct  for  us,  in  regard 
to  foreign  nations,  is  in  extending  our 
commercial  relations,  to  have  with 
them  as  little  political  connection  as 
possible.  So  far  as  we  have  already 
formed  engagements,  let  them  be  ful- 
filled in  perfect  good  faith.  Here  let 
us  stop.  If  we  remain  one  people, 
under  an  efficient  government,  the 
period  is  not  far  off  when  we  may  defy 
material  injury  from  external  annoy- 
ance; when  we  may  take  such  an 
attitude  as  will  cause  the  neutrality  we 
may  at  any  time  resolve  upon  to  be 
scrupulously  respected;  when  belliger- 
ent nations,  under  the  impossibility  of 
making  acquisitions  upon  us,  will  not 
lightly  hazard  the  giving  us  provoca- 
tion; when  we  may  choose  peace  or 
war,  as  our  interest,  guided  by  justice, 
shall  council.  Why  forego  the  advan- 
tages of  so  peculiar  a  situation?  Why 
quit  our  own  to  stand  on  foreign 
ground?  Why  by  interweaving  our  des- 
tiny with  that  of  any  part  of  Europe, 
entangle  our  peace  and  prosperity  in 
the  toils  of  European  ambition,  rival- 
ship,  interest,  humor  or  caprice?" 


Coming  more  nearly  to  the  charac- 
ter of  the  great  Washington,  the 
speaker  concluded  his  address  with  the 
thought  of  the  '  disinterestedness  and 
unselfishness  of  Washington,  when  he 
declined  a  third  term  of  office.  "He 
knew  that  if  he  accepted  a  third  term 
that  this  would  savor  of  a  life  tenor  in 
office  and  would  give  a  monarchial 
trend  to  the  republic."  He  subordi- 
nated self  to  the  larger  thought  of  the 
country's  good . 

Viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
day,  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
he  was  speaking,  the  speech  was  most 
commendable.  In  and  of  itself,  it  was 
a  splendid  tribute  to  its  author.  Let 
us  have  more  of  such. 


GYMNASIUM  EXHIBITION. 

On  Saturday  evening,  February  24, 
occurred  the  first  preliminary  gymna- 
sium exhibition  of  the  academy  stu- 
dents. The  object  of  the  exhibition 
was  to  determine  what  boys  should  be 
in  the  final  exhibition  which  will  take 
.place  about  the  23d  or  24th  of  March. 
The  exercises  included  only  such 
things  as  the  students  have  been 
practicing  and  drilled  on  since  the 
gymnasium  opened.  There  was  very 
little  original  or  individual  work  but  a 
great  deal  of  class  exercise  and  class 
work.  The  exercises  began  with  a 
calisthenic  exercise  by  the  large  class, 
and  was  followed  by  class  work  on  the 
horse,  the  parallel  bars,  the  buck  and 
the  horizontal  bar.  There  was  also 
tumbling  and  a  gymnasium  game. 
The  work  of  the  class  far  exceeded  the 
expectations  of  Mr.  Hibbeler  or  the 
faculty.  The  evening  went  off  with- 
out a  hitch  of  any  kind,  and  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  large  aud- 
ience of  invited  guests.  The  quality 
of  the  exhibition,  even  though  it  was 
preliminary,  was  almost  as  good  as  the 
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final  exhibition  of  last  year.  The  en- 
tire exercises  took  but  an  hour  and  a 
half.  The  decision  of  the  judges  is 
not  yet  out,  but  we  gather  from  their 
remarks  that  the  average  is  higher 
than  they  had  anticipated,  and  several 
boys  will  be  mentioned  for  special 
honors. 

The  final  exhibition  will  include  all 
that  was  given  on  the  24th  and  in  ad- 
dition will  have  some  interesting  fea- 
tures. The  college  class  will  enter 
with  its  individual  and  class  exercises. 
There  will  be  music  throughout.  Ad- 
ditional games  will  be  inserted,  high 
kicking  and  high  jumping,  boxing  and 
fencing  will  be  added,  and  no  doubt 
Mr.  Hibbeler  will  be  persuaded  to  give 
some  club  swinging  and  some  individ- 
ual work.  The  prospects  are  now  that 
the  final  exhibition  will' be  one  of  the 
best  that  the  gymnasium  has  ever  had. 
Both  the  college  and  academy  classes 
are  very  anxious  to  have  a  successful 
evening,  part  of  which  success  will  be 
contributed  by  a  large  and  enthusiastic 
audience. 

Mr.  Hibbeler  deserves  great  credit 
for  the  wonderful  advance  which  he 
has  made  in  gymnasium' Work  since  he 
took  it. up.  It  has  ceased  to  be  by- 
play, and  has  become  a  systematic 
training  in  muscle  development  and 
in  the  graceful  handling  of  the  body 
in  all  positions.  In  addition  to  this  he 
has  stimulated  great  enthusiasm  in  the 
work,  such  as  the  gymnasium  has 
never  had  before.  He  is  a  born  gym- 
nast and  a  born  teacher,  and  justly  de- 
serves the  confidence  and  loyalty 
which  his  students  give  him. 

The  final  exhibition  will  be  on  the 
23d  or  24th  of  March  and  will  include 
the  college  as  well  as  the  academy 
classes. 


ACADEMY  RECEPTION. 

A  very  pleasant  entertainment  and 
social  was  given  Wednesday  night  of 
last  week  by  the  Dramatic  Club  and 
Glee  Club  of„,the  academy.  Notwith- 
standing the  unpleasantness  of  the 
weather  a  large  number  of  invited 
guests  were  present  from  the  town, 
the  college  and  the  seminary. 

The  entertainment  proper  was  given 
in  the  assembly  room  of  Reid  Hall  and 
consisted  of  a  play  entitled  "Chums" 
and  several  selections  by  the  Academy 
Glee  Club.  The  stage  settings  were 
quite  complete  and  the  farce  was  suc- 
cessfully presented  by  five  members 
of  the  Dramatic  Club,  the  work  of  Mr.  , 
Ross  being  especially  commendable.

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best  educated  in  the  practical  affairs  of 
life.  The  trial  should  be  conducted 
upon  scientific  lines;  expert  testimony 
and  investigation  should  largely  take 
the  place  of  the  advocate's  rhetoric. 
The  primary  motive  in  punishment 
must  be  the  improvement  of  the  crim- 
inal. If  he  is  a  physical  wreck  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  make  of  him 
a  normal  man.  If  he  is  a  moral  repro- 
bate he  should  be  kept  away  from  his 
fellows  and  an  effort  made  to  redeem 
him.  If  he  is  a  mental  weakling  he 
should  be  sent  to  an  asylum  and  given 
the  best  scientific  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  the  habitual  criminal 
he  should  either  be  put  out  of  the  way 
or  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment. 
Crime  is  abnormal,  it  is  often  the  re- 
sult of  disease  and  as  such  it  should  be 
treated  by  specialists;  and  not  by  some 
code  of  antiquity  with  iron  clad 
principles.  Crime  is  hereditary,  the 
criminal's  crimes  usually  find  their 
germs  in  the  crimes  of  his  ancestors. 
Cure  the  criminals  in  the  family  for 
five  generations  and  the  chances  are 
that  crime  will  practically  disappear. 

Educate  our  lawyers,  judges  and 
jurors  and  our  criminal  jurisprudence 
will  insure  the  continuance  of  republi- 
can institutions.  Punish  the  criminal 
according  to  scientific  methods  and  so- 
ciety will  reap  the  benefit. 

We  as  an  Anglo-Saxon  people  are 
the  dominate  race  of  the  world.  We 
are  the  exponents  of  Christianity  and 
as  such  are  the  criterion  of  the  world's 
progress.  It  is  for  us  to  break  away 
from  medieval  customs,  for  us  to  lead 
the  advance  of  civilization  toward 
truth  and  right  and  justice.  R.   C.

The  endowment  fund  of  Lake  For- 
est College  has  recently  been  substan- 
tially increased.  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons 
has  announced  within  the  past  week 
that  he  will  add  to  the  endowment 
fund  of  the  college  £25,000  on  condi- 
tion that  $100,000  more  be  raised  be- 
fore January  1,  190 1.  Almost  imme- 
diately after  the  announcement  Mr. 
Henry  C.  Durand,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  university, 
came  forward  with  a  gift  of  $20,000 
which  he  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
college.  This  sum,  which  reduces  the 
amount  to  be  raised  to  $80,000  has 
already  been  deposited  with  the  treas- 
urer of  the  university.  Dr.  McCIure, 
speaking  of  the  gift  said  he  not  only 
expected  to  have  the  full  amount 
pledged  before  January  1,  1901,  but 
that  he  was  confident  that  the  sum 
would  be  increased  to  $200,000  before 
that  date. 

Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  who  has  devoted 
almost  his  entire  fortune  to  the  cause 
of  education,  has  been  one  of  Lake 
Forest's  most  liberal  benefactors.  In 
1888  he  gave  $100,000  to  the  college 
(3ii  condition  that  $400,000  more  be 
pledged.  Friends  of  the  university 
raised  the  amount  stipulated  and  the 
gift  was  secured.  Fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars of  Dr.  Pearson's  gift  was  set  aside 
as  the  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons  fund,  the 
annual  interest  on  which  is  available 
for  deserving  students.  This  is  loaned 
in  yearly   sums    of   $100    on     personal 


notes,  with  endorsement  of  parent  or 
responsible  friend,  at  three  per  cent 
per  annum  interest,  the  principal  pay- 
able within  a  reasonable  time  after 
graduation.  The  rest  of  the  amount 
was  used  to  endow  the  chair  of  Politi- 
cal and  Social  Science,  occupied  by 
Dean  Halsey. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Durand,  who  as  soon 
as  the  conditions  of  Dr.  Pearson's 
latest  gift  were  made  known,  came  for- 
ward so  readily  and  helped  matters 
along  to  the  amount  of  $20,000,  has 
also  been  one  of  the  most  generous 
friends  of  the  college.  Among  his 
benefactions  may  be  mentioned  the 
Durand  Art  Institute,  which  was 
erected  in  1891  at  a  cost  of  $60,000. 
This  splendid  building  is  appropriated 
to  the  uses  of  an  incorporated  associa- 
tion called  "The  Lake  Forest  Art  In- 
stitute," while  a  portion  of  it  is  devoted 
to  college  purposes. 

The  short  period  that  has  seen  Dn 
James  G.  K.  McCIure  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Forest  University^[has  also  wit- 
nessed a  marked  advance  in  the  pros- 
perity and  growth  of  the  college.  Two 
new  buildings,  Lois  Durand]  Hall  and 
Alice  Home  have  been  built  and  are 
admirably  filling  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  construe  ed.  Two  other 
handsome  structures  are  nearing  com- 
pletion and  will  soon  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy. In  addition  the  new  recita- 
tion building  for  Ferry  Hall  seems 
now  assured  and  the' time  is  near  when

the  seminary  will  be  one  of  the  best 
equipped  institutions  of  its  kind  in 
existence.  This  development  which 
has  come  about  in  less  than  three 
years  is  a  source  of  the  deepest  satis- 
faction to  every  friend  of  the 
university.

"E.  U."  or  "Fate'  'as 
we  knew  him,  completed  his  iiterary 
course  at  Cornell,  taking  a  year  of  law 
at  the  same  institution  before  coming 
west,  since  which  time  his  advance- 
ment in  the  legal  profession  has  been 
remarkably  rapid.

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LINCOLN'S  FIRST  SPEECH. 

The  following 'little  anecdote  about 
Lincoln,  as  far  as  the  writer  knows, 
has  never  been  in  print.  It  came  to 
me  from  the  lips  of  my  grandparents 
who  were  intimate  friends  of  Lincoln 
in  his  early  days. 

During  the  early  thirties  a  political 
speaker  came  to  Decatur  and  chall- 
enged the  opposite  party  to  produce 
a  man  to  debate  the  questions  at  issue. 
They  were  at  a  loss  for  a  man  who  would 
stand  against  the  speaker  and  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  burlesquing  his 
speech.  They  selected  Lincoln.  He- 
was  at  his  ugliest.  Tall,  awkward, 
bony,  ragged  and  unkempt,  he  was  in- 
deed a  decided  contrast  to  the  polished 
gentleman.  After  the  politician  had 
delivered  his  address  "Abe"  was  called 
upon.  His  subject  was  "The  Naviga- 
tion of  the  Sangamon  River."     A  ludi- 


crous, subject  to  talk  upon  as  the 
stream  is  not  navigable  even  to  a 
canoe.  But  Lincoln  saw  his  chance. 
His  speech  was  a  great  effort. 
Thoughtful  men  were  enthusiastic 
The  politician  had  first  smiled  but 
later  his  brows  contracted.  The  ad- 
dress over,  he  grasped  Lincoln's  hand 
in  congratulation  and  said,  "My  boy 
where  did  you  get  your  education?" 
"Out  of  some  old  books  that  dad  has 
at  home,"  was  the  reply.

LECTURE  BY  DR.  BOYD 

Dr.  John  H.  Boyd,  of  Evanston,  de- 
livered a  lecture  at  the  Art  Institute 
last  Wednesday  evening  on  Yellow- 
stone Park.

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Academy  Dramatic  Club  Entertainment.

NEW  RAILWAY  STATION 

A  costly  new  railway  station  will 
probably  be  built  at  Lake  Forest  by 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway 
this  spring.  This,  together  with  other 
improvements  to  be  made  by  the  com- 
pany, it  is  estimated  will  cost  $100,000. 
A  petition  was  presented  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  city  council  asking  per- 
mission to  make  the  desired  changes. 
The  matter  was  deferred  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  council  to  be  held  Wed- 
nesday night,  when  it  is  thought  the 
request  will  be  granted.

It  is  to  be  built  of  stone 
with  brick  trimmings,  and  will  stand 
on  the  east  side  of  the  tracks.  There 
will  be  two  large  waiting  rooms  besides 
the  ticket  and  telegraph  offices.  On 
the  west  side  of  the  tracks  will  be  a 
small  waiting  room  for*  passengers  tak- 
ing north-bound  trains,  and  from  this 
a  stairway  will  lead  to  an  underground 
passage  beneath  the  tracks.

Lack  of  Facilities. 

As  the  opening  of  the  baseball 
season  approaches  the  fact  of  our  utter 
lack  of  facilities  for  indoor  training  is 
brought  vividly  to  our  minds.  While 
the  candidates  for  our  team  have  had 
positively  no  opportunity  for  indoor 
work,  other  teams  which  we  are  to 
play  this  year,  such  as  Chicago,  North- 
western, Notre  Dame  and  Purdue  have 
been  practicing  since  Christmas.  How 
can  we  hope  to  make  a  showing  equal 
to  these  teams  under  these  circum- 
stances? But  if  we  do  not  the  team  is 
made  the  object  of  ridicule  and  all 
sorts  of  disparaging  remarks,  even  by 
some  of  our  own  students,  principally, 
it  is  true,  by  those  who  do  not  give  the 
team  a  particle  of  support  in  any  way. 
We  can  only  hope  that  in  the  coming 
baseball  season,  students  such  as  these, 
with  no  more  loyalty  and  common 
sense  than  some  of  them  display,  will 
be  few  and  far  between.  With  a  team 
working  under  such  a  disadvantage  as 
ours  does  it  should  at  least  have  the 
hearty  support  of  every  member  of  the 
student  body.  Before  another  year, 
it  seems  to  us,  an  attempt  should  be 
made  to  provide  for  indoor  training. 
A  batting  cage  should  be  placed  in  the 
gymnasium  or  some  other  arrange- 
ments made.  Under  the  present  con- 
ditions the  team  is  under  too  great  a 
disadvantage  when  compared  with  the 
teams  which  it  is  to  meet  during  the 
season.

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Despotism  of  Intellect. 


It  is  a  saying"  often  repeated  that 
"brain,  not  brawn  rules  the  world." 
This  statement  seems  to  be  considered 
as  evidence  of  a  great  advance  in  civil- 
ization, and  of  a  very  creditable  con- 
dition of  affairs.  But  is  this  true?  Is 
the  rule  of  intellect  so  much  prefera- 
ble to  the  rule  of  mere  muscular  force? 
Why  should  strength  be  dominant  at 
all,  be  it  either  mental  or  physical. 
From  the  very  moment  when  the  hu- 
man race  was  planted  on  the  earth, 
strength  and  might  have  been  predomi- 
nant. 

Force  rules  the  world  still; 

Has  ruled  it,  shall  rule  it, 

Meekness  is  weakness, 

Strength  is  triumphant. 
In  the  prehistoric  ages,  and  even 
later,  the  man  of  the  strongest  arm,  the 
one  who  could  strike  the  hardest  blow, 
was  greatest,  and  most  powerful. 
Gradually  cunning  and  skill,  increas- 
ing with  time,  gained  the  ascendancy, 
and  with  it  the  rule  of  intellect  began. 
The  rule  of  force  was  unjust  and 
could  not  be  otherwise.  The  might- 
given  right  of  the  physically  strong  to 
take  from  the  weak  whatever  he 
wished,  to  inflict  upon  him  whatever 
injury  he  wished,  was  intolerable. 
Therefore,  as  strength  of  body  and 
strength  of  mind  were  infrequently 
united,  the  weaker  and  more  cunning 
began  to  use  their  wits  to  protect  them- 
selves. 

In  course  of  time  they  formulated 
laws,  and  after  century-long  struggles, 
by  union  of  forces  among  themselves, 
and  by  the  ever  increasing  power  of 
knowledge,  they  compelled  their  op- 
pressors to  be  bound  by  these.  Then 
and  not  till  then  was  brain  fully 
triumphant  over  brawn.  This  was  in- 
deed, a  great  advance.     But   have   we 


yet  achieved  the  full  measure  of  ad- 
vancement? Is,  then,  the  difference 
between  mind  and  muscle  so  great?  Is 
it  any  more  just  that  the  man  of  strong 
intellectual  powers  should  be  permitted 
to  dominate  his  weaker  brother,  and 
take  advantage  of  his  infirmities,  than 
that  the  man  of  great  bodily  strength 
should  do  the  same.  Under  prevailing 
conditions,  one  man  becomes  im- 
mensely rich,  and  surrounds  himself 
with  every  luxury,  simply  because 
endowed  by  his  Creator  with  a  super- 
ior intellect,  or  capacity  for  clearer 
thought,  while  another  sinks  to  the 
verge  of  starvation  because  of  defic- 
iency in  these  respects.  One  man 
achieves  success,  another,  perhaps 
morally  his  superior,  has  worked  with 
equal  energy  and  equal  skill,  but  who 
is  a  less  able  manager,  or  less  skillful 
at  planning,  is  a  total  failure.  Is  he  at 
fault  for  this?  And  yet  he  is  des- 
pised by  his  successful  neighbor,  and 
considered  by  all  as  less  worth}-  of  re- 
spect. 

Each  individual  is  endowed  at 
birth  with  certain  intellectual  faculties. 
These,  it  is  true  can  be  changed  to 
some  extent  by  education,  but  heredi- 
tary disadvantages  can  never  be  en- 
tirely overcome  in  this  way.  A  dull 
mind  can  never  be  made  bright,  a 
quick  wit  will  never  lose  its  advan- 
tage over  a  slow  one.  We  build  hos- 
pitals for  those  physically  incapacitated 
for  success  in  life,  and  give  them  the 
tenderest  care.  We  place  the  insane 
and  total  incompetent  in  asylums,  and 
separate  them  from  the  struggle  for 
existence,  but  the  partial  incompetent, 
the  man,  by  birth  or  education,  handi- 
capped by  a  weaker  reasoning  power, 
a  less  fertile  brain,  or  a  less  powerful 
will,  is  left    to    struggle    on    without    a

helping  hand,  and  liable  at  any  mo- 
ment to  be  totally  submerged  by  the 
deliberate  action  of  his  stronger 
neighbor. 

Our  Declaration  of  Independence 
declares  that  all  men  are  created  equal. 
It  is  either  a  solemn  falsehood,  or  a 
ghastly  error.  The  mental  inequality 
of  the  race  was  never  more  marked 
than  at  the  present  day.  The  diffi- 
culty is  irremediable,  so  far  as  causes 
are  concerned.  Six  thousand  years  of 
heredity  and  environment  are  respon- 
sible for  these,  but  the  evil  effects  of 
the  inequality  may  be  obviated, 
though  with  great  difficulty.  Only 
when  the  entire  machinery  of  society 
has  been  remodeled  can  a  beneficial 
change  be  expected.  Then  and  not 
till  then,  will  the  reign  of  might  and 
force  give  place  to  the  reign  of  love. 
Then  this  selfish  struggle  for  supre- 
macy, which  blunts  all  our  finer  feel- 
ings, originates  much  of  the  grief,  sor- 
row and  wickedness  of  the  world,  and 
is  the  cause  of  most  of  "man's  inhu- 
manity to  man,"  will  cease  and  in  its 
place,  the  golden  rule  will  reign  su- 
preme.

In  the  indoor  meet  held  last  Satur- 
day night  by  Northwestern  University 
and  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Chicago 
the  latter  won  by  a  score  of  63  to  4c.

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DEATH  OF  PROFESSOR  WELCH 

All  Lake  Forest  has  been  in  mourn- 
ing for  the  past  week,  as  a  result  of  the 
death  of  Professor  Alfred  Gardner 
Welch,  which  occured  last  Friday 
morning  at  the  Alice  Home.  Pro- 
fessor Welch  was  taken  sick  on  Mon- 
day, and  was  taken  to  the  hospital 
where  the  attending  physicians  pro- 
nounced his  disease  a  case  of  appen- 
dicitis.    An  operation  was    performed, 


after  which  peritonitis  set  in,  and 
Wednesday  night  Dr.  Robert  A.  Mac 
Arthur  of  Chicago,  assisted  by  Dr.  A. 
C.  Haven  and  Dr.  Bergen  of  High- 
land Park  performed  a  second  opera- 
tion. Still  this  was  unavailing,  and 
the  patient  grew  gradually  weaker, 
until  his  death  occured  at  five  o'clock 
Friday  morning.  Other  physicians 
were  summoned  from  the  city  on 
Thursday,  but  could  do  nothing  for  the 


patient.  Dr.  Linnell,  of  Chicago,  who 
was  a  personal  friend  of  Professor 
Welch  gave  all  the  aid  in  his  power. 
The  death  of  Professor  Welch  was  a 
terrible  shock  to  every  one  in  Lake 
Forest,  for  he  was  held  in  the  highest 
esteem  by  students,  faculty  and  town- 
people.  His  sterling  character,  his  in- 
domitable energy  won  him  friends 
wherever  he  went,  and  he  was  deeply 
loved  by  those  who  knew  him  person- 
ally. His  death  came  as  a  personal 
loss  to  every  one  who  knew  him,  and 
nothing  in  the  history  of  the  univer- 
sity has  caused  more  sincere  sorrow. 
The  deepest  sympathy  is  felt  for  the 
bereaved  wife  and  her  two  little 
children. 

Professor  Welch  had  been  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Forest  Academy  for  two 
and  one-half  years.  He  was  born  in 
Milwaukee  and  was  graduated  from 
Lake  Forest  College  in  1889.  After 
his  graduation  he  taught  in  Upper 
Alton  for  two  years  and  in  the  six 
years  following  was  principal  of  Elgin 
Academy.  This  school  grew  from  one 
of  forty  students  to  an  enrollment  of 
250  during  his  administration.  He  was 
called  to  Lake  Forest  Academy  in 
1897  to  succeed  Principal  Charles  A. 
Smith.  When  Professor  Welch  came 
from  Elgin  where  he  had  achieved  such 
great  success  he  had  so  endeared  him- 
self to  the  students  of  the  academy 
there  that  it  was  with  great  reluctance 
that  they  allowed  him  to  leave  and 
even  then  he  was  followed  to  Lake 
Forest  by  eighteen  students,  five  of 
whom  entered  college  and  thirteen  the 
academy.     Since  he  has  been  at    Lake 
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Forest  the  academy  enrollment  has 
grown  from  98  to  130  boys.  When  he 
came  to  the  academy  he  met  at  first 
with  many  difficulties  and  too  much 
can  not  be  said  of  his  untiring  industry 
and  indefatigable  energy  in  overcom- 
ing every  obstacle  that  arose.  During 
the  two  and  a  half  years  he  was  at  the 
academy  he  spent  a  larger  part  of  his 
income  in  the  support  of  students.  In- 
deed he  did  so  much  along  this  line 
that  we  shrink  from  making  an  esti- 
mate of  it.  The  university  and  the 
town  of  Lake  Forest  sustains  a  great 
loss  in  the  death  of  Professor  Welch 
but  on  the  academy  itself,  the  blow  has 
fallen  the  heaviest. 

Professor  Welch  watched  over  "his 
boys"  at  the  academy  as  solicitously  as 
a  father  would  over  his  own  sons. 
For  their  pleasure  and  profit  he  bent 
his  every  energy.  He  entered  with 
eagerness  into  their  sports  as  well  as 
their  studies,  he  made  their  different 
temperments  objects  of  his  careful 
study  and  he  made  their  own  pleas- 
ures or  sorrows  his  own.  It  was  for 
this  that  every  boy  loved  him  as  he 
would  his  own  father  and  placed  in 
him  the  most  implicit  confidence. 
Professor  Welch  had  made  it  the  work 
of  his  life  to  educate,  train  and  prop- 
erly direct  the  boys  under  his  care  and 
no  man  was  ever  more  peculiarly  fitted 
than  he  for  a  task  of  that  kind. 

He  was  always  a  valued  member  of 
the  university  faculty  and  his  honest 
advice  and  business  council  were  con- 
stantly demanded. 

Mr.  Welch  was  married  on  July  14, 
1892  to  Miss  Gracia  Sickles  of  Dixon, 
111.  She  remains  with  two  children  to 
mourn  his  departure.  The  funeral  ser- 
vices were  held  at  the  Presbyterian 
church  on  Monday  afternoon  at  one 
o'clock,  Dr.  McClure  officiating. 

The  remains  were  taken    to   Milwau- 


kee where  the  burial  took  place.  The 
entire  body  of  academy  students  as 
well  as  those  of  the  college,  and  many 
townspeople  accompanied  the  body  to 
the  station. 

The  following  is  taken  from   the    ad- 
dress of  Dr.  McClure:    * 

The  story  of  Mr.  Welch's  life  is  this  : 
He  was  born  in  Muskego,  Wisconsin  on 
October  1,  1S63.  He  soon  moved  10 
Milwaukee.  His  earlier  education  was 
obtained  in  the  Grammar  schools  of 
Milwaukee  where  he  completed  his 
studies  in  1880.  The  next  year  he  spent 
in  the  Spencerian  Business  School. 
Then  in  1SS2-1883  he  worked  in  the 
office  of  the  passenger  department  of 
the  Wisconsin  Central  Railway.  From 
these  offices  at  Milwaukee  he  came  to 
Lake  Forest  in  September  1883,  and  en- 
tered the  Lake  Forest  Academy.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  A.  G.  Wilson  came  that  same 
year  from  Elgin  Academy  to  be  princi- 
pal here.  Under  Dr.  Wilson  he  spent 
two  years  in  preparing  for  college,  tak- 
ing the  classical  course  and  graduating 
with  the  class  of  1885  as  valedictorian. 
That  fall  he  entered  Lake  Forest  Col- 
lege. In  his  own  words  he  worked  his 
way  through  college  by  ringing  the  col- 
lege bell,  firing  the  boilers  and  doing 
other  such  work,  and  by  acting  as  stew- 
ard of  the  "King  Club,"  as  it  was  called, 
which  ate  in  the  house  next  adjoining 
the  academy  grounds  to  the  west,  and 
now  occupied  by  the  family  of  the  late 
Rev.  Josiah  Moore.  He  graduated  in 
1889,  taking  the  salutatory.  On  his 
commencement  day  he  spoke  the  ora- 
tion that  secured  for  him  the  commence- 
ment literary  medal,  the  highest  oratori- 
cal prize  of  the  college  life. 

Then  he  went  away  from  us  to  take 
up  his  active  life  work.  His  mind  had 
been  considering  the  claims  of  the  min- 
istry, but  he  decided  to  be  a  teacher. 
He  secured  the  position  of  assistant 
principal  at  Weyman  Institute  at  Upper 
Alton,  Illinois,  and  held  it  for  two  years, 
teaching  Latin  and  Greek.  In  the  sum- 
mer of  1S91  he  went  to  Elgin,  Illinois,  to 
take  charge  of  the  Elgin  Academy.    The 
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school  was  badly  run  down  in  reputation, 
work  and  equipment  :  it  was  about  to 
close  its  doors.  He  took  the  school  as  a 
private  enterprise.  He  would  see  what 
he  could  do  with  it.  The  whole  respon- 
sibility for  success  or  failure  was  his. 
He  had  forty  students  when  he  began. 
He  raised  the  standard  so  that  it  was 
equal  to  college  entrance  require- 
ment, and  created  a  desire  for  higher  edu- 
cation. In  1896-97  the  enrollment  was 
250,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
academy  then  forty-one  years  old. 

It  was  in  the  year  1S97  that  he  was 
called  to  our  Lake  Forest  Academy. 
His  Lake  Forest  teachers  and  friends 
had  never  for  an  hour  lost  sight  of  him . 
They  knew  his  work  and  they  knew  the 
spirit  that  entered  into  that  work.  He  of 
all  men  seemed  the  one  to  take  charge  of 
our  academy — when  a  man  of  energy, 
progressiveness  and  unsparing  devotion 
to  its  interests  was  demanded.  He  be- 
lieved that  in  due  time  he  could  accom- 
plish the  work  for  which  he  felt  that  the 
Lake  Forest  Academy  should  stand,  and 
the  Trustees  impressed  by  his  straight- 
forwardness, businesslike  statements 
and  earnestness  bade  him  come.  They 
recognized  the  marks  of  his  strong  per- 
sonality ;  and  they  put  the  responsibility 
of  the  situation  upon  him,  with  confi- 
dence in  his  ability  to  carry  it.  How 
well  he  carried  that  responsibility  is 
known  to  us  all.  He  took  the  academy 
when  its  life  was  weak  and  sluggish  :  he 
worked  up  the  academy  until  that  life 
became  full  volumed  and  fast  moving. 
Its  enrollment  this  year,  130,  counts  lar- 
ger than  ever  before. 

In  February  of  this  present  year  he 
wrote  me  :  "I  want  to  tell  you  that  this 
month  has  been  the  best  the  academy 
has  had  since  I  have  been  here,  best  in 
the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  the  stu- 
dents and  the  general  tone  of  morals 
and  discipline.  I  think  I  do  not  ex- 
aggerate the  situation  when  I  say  that 
the  condition  of  the  academy  the  past 
month  is  100  per  cent  better  than  it  was 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year  and  the  year  before.  I  feel  greatly 
encouraged    and    am    verv    enthusiastic 


for  the  outlook  of  the  school.  I  have 
worked  very  faithfully  this  year  for  a 
higher  moral  tone,  better  habits  and 
better  ideals  for  the  students,  and  the 
result  has  been  even  beyond  my  own 
expectations." 

Yes,  he  had  worked  faithfully  for  "a 
higher  moral  tone,  better  habits  and  bet- 
ter ideals"  for  the  students.  Those 
words  reveal  the  man  and  his  purposes. 
He  chose  his  life  work  not  as  a  mere 
matter  of  sustenance  but  as  a  vocation, 
in  which,  called  of  God,  he  might  help 
and  bless  young  life  and  send  it  out  into 
the  world,  strong,  pure  and  noble. 
Again  and  again  he  said  :  "There  is  no 
need  for  Lake  Forest  Academy  unless  it 
makes  good  boys  and  manly  men."  His 
one  great  absorbing  idea  was  to  have 
boys  that  were  clean,  upright,  true — well 
disciplined  in  mind,  well  nurtured  in 
body  and  pure  of  soul.  His  talks  to  his 
boys  were  always  along  the  line  of  man- 
liness. "Behave  yourselves"  was  an  in- 
junction often  on  his  lips — and  behavior 
to  him  meant  knightliness,  honesty, 
fairness.  He  despised  meanness  and  he 
labored  that  others  should  despise  it  too. 
He  wanted  his  boys  to  be  open,  above- 
board.  He  had  a  firm  belief  that  every 
boy  must  be  given  a  fair  chance — that 
clue  allowance  must  be  made  for  unfor- 
tunate nome  discipline  and  for  bad  com- 
panionship that  preceded  a  boy's  ad- 
vent to  the  academy — and  allowance  also 
must  be  made  for  days  of  bad  weather 
when  a  boy  could  not  work  off  his  spare 
energy  in  athletic  sports.  He  looked 
on  every  boy  as  an  opportunity  for  the 
making  of  a  man.  He  did  the  best  he 
could  with  each  boy  as  an  individual.  If 
at  last  he  found  he  could  not  help  the 
boy  and  the  boy's  presence  and  influence 
proved  a  detriment  to  the  school, he  sent 
him  away. 

But  the  heart  of  the  man  showed  itself 
concerning  just  such  matters  when,  in 
this  last  week  coming  out  from  the  influ- 
ence of  anaesthetics.  While  he  was 
still  unconscious  of  his  surroundings  and 
his  mind  was  feeling  its  way  back  to 
clearness  he  talked  much  about  the 
academy.      His  words    were    all    noble, 
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unselfish  words,  indicating  his  wishes  for 
the  academy  and  its  boys.  One  of  them 
was  this,  in  reference  to  the  valuation 
he  set  upon  his  work  as  teacher  :  "My 
work  is  the  greatest  work  there  is  in  the 
world — influencing  boys  for  good.  I 
would  rather  do  what  I  am  doing  than 
have  a  $50,000  salaried  position."  And 
then,  quieting  his  voice  as  though  he  was 
telling  a  sort  of  secret  which  he  scarcely 
ought  to  reveal,  he  said  :  "Do  you 
know,  I  believe  that  I  think  most  of  the 
boys  that  cause  me   the  most  trouble?" 

Do  not  these  sentences  tell  us  what  the 
man  was?  He  was  genuine  ;  there  was 
no  alloy  of  any  kind  in  him.  His  was  a 
simple — that  is,  an  unmixed  nature.  He 
was  frank.  He  had  no  concealments  to 
make-  He  looked  you  straight  in  the 
eyes  and  said  what  he  had  to  say  and 
you  knew  that  he  told  the  truth.  He  was 
direct.  There  was  no  hedging  or  qual- 
ifying with  him.  He  told  men  and  boys 
alike  what  he  thought — what  he  hoped — 
what  he  intended — what  he  desired. 
He  could  do  what  I  never  have  seen  any 
other  person  do  so  successfully,  sit  down 
with  men  older  than  himself,  men 
charged  with  great  business  responsibil- 
ities, men  in  whose  presence  most  per- 
sons would  stand  abashed — and  tell  them 
what  he  thought  was  their  duty — tell 
them  this  in  clear,  unhesitating,  earnest 
language,  and  not  one  of  those  heaving 
him  would  be  irritated,  but  would  the 
rather  be  pleased  at  the  faithfulness  of 
the  man. 

He  was  most  kindly  hearted.  This 
was  true  in  his  relations  to  all  people. 
He  had  a  sympathetic  nature.  It  was 
especially  true  in  his  relations  to  boys 
who  wished  an  education,  but  were  too 
poor  to  secure  it  without  help.  He  knew 
how  valuable  opportunities  of  assistance 
had  been  to  him  in  earlier  days,  and   he 


did  everything  in  his  power  to  cheer  and 
encourage  others  to  strive  for  an  educa- 
tion. He  gave  himself  and  his  counsel 
and  his  time  and  his  money  to  their 
help.  No  worthy  boy  should  be  turned 
away  if  he  could  possibly  make  a  place 
and  provide  an  opportunity  for  him. 

He  was  broad  visioned.  He  did  not 
feed  his  eyes  on  little  things  either  in 
men  or  in  a  situation.  He  had  magna- 
nimity, large  heartedr  ess,  forgivingness. 
He  could  work  with  others.  In  his  own 
place  he  must  be  supreme — he  was 
master  and  no  other.  This  was  as  it 
should  be.  His  individuality  was  his 
power  and  it  is  our  glory.  Bovs  and 
men  knew  that  he  was  in  command,  a 
captain  was  before  them.  In  case  of  a 
disturbance  springing  up  in  a  public 
room  he  advanced  to  the  front  of  the 
platform  and  as  his  words  rang  out  : 
"None  of  that!",  the  noise  ceased.  But 
so  broad  visioned  was  his  mind,  so  un- 
selfish his  disposition,  so  helpful  his 
purposes  that  he  could  work,  and  he 
did  work  harmoniously  with  others — 
and  every  member  of  his  faculty  be- 
lieved in  him  and  honored  him. 

He  represented  Lake  Forest  ideals. 
He  was  in  himself  what  Lake  Forest 
stands  for.  He  was  the  typical  man 
that  this  place  wishes  to  create  and 
place  in  the  walks  of  society.  "As  you 
well  know",  he  wrote  me  recently,  "I 
will  be  glad  at  all  times  to  co-operate 
in  any  measure  or  enterprise  that  has 
the  best  interests  of  the  University  in 
view".  The  University  with  him  stood 
for  the  personal  interest  of  every 
teacher,  in  every  student  who  came  be- 
fore him,  and  for  the  endeavor  to  bring 
to  bear  upon  every  student  the  highest 
motives  that  can  move  a  life  to  make 
the  very  most  of  itself.

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Death  Of  Professor  Welch. 

It  is  seldom  that  the  death  of  a  man 
excites  such  universal  sorrow  as  did 
that  of  Professor  Alfred  Gardner 
Welch,  which  occured  last  week.  Pro- 
fessor Welch  was  known  personally  to 
almost  every  resident  of  Lake  Forest, 
and  to  know  him  was  to  love  him. 
Those  who  did  not  know  him  person- 
ally, admired  him  for  his  sterling  qual- 
ities, his  uprightness  and  his  ability. 
The  years  spent  in  college  here,  and 
the  three  years  during  which  he  has 
been  head  master  of  the  academy  had 
given  Lake  Forest  a  right  to  claim  him 
as  one  of  its  own  sons. 

It  is  hard  to  estimate  the  value  of 
Professor  Welch's  work  since  he  took 
charge  of  the  Lake  Forest  Academy 
in  1897.  He  centered  his  entire  en- 
ergies on  its  improvement  and  he  suc- 


ceeded in  making  it  one  of  the  best 
academies  in  the  west.  That  was  his 
aim  and  ambition  and  had  he  lived  to 
complete  his  life's  work,  his  hopes 
would  have  been  fulfilled.  Such  un- 
tiring energy,  added  to  his  natural  abil- 
ity would  have  surmounted  all  obsta- 
cles, as  they  did  surmount  them  dur- 
ing his  lifetime.  The  academy,  as 
well  as  the  entire  university  has  ex- 
perienced a  loss  which  will  be  felt  for 
many  years  to  come.  Few  men  can 
take  his  place,  and  none  can  take  his 
place  in  the  hearts  of  the  academy 
boys,  to  whom  he  was  always  like  a 
father. 

In  this  world  such  men  are  few, 
and  it  is  indeed  a  severe  loss  when  a 
man  like  Professor  Welch  is  taken 
from  us  in  the  midst  of  his  labors,  cut 
off  at  the  very  moment  when  his 
efforts  are  beginning  to  have  such 
splendid  results.  A  life  devoted  so 
exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  others,  at 
the  expense  of  his  own  health  and 
even  his  own  life,  should  be  an  ex- 
ample to  every  young  man,  and  the 
life  of  Professor  Welch  was  certainly 
the  most  noble  and  unselfish  that  one 
could  imagine.  The  deepest  sorrow  is 
felt  over  the  death  of  Professor  Welch 
and  the  most  heart-felt  sympathy  is 
extended  to  all  the  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  deceased. 

Baseball  Season  Opened. 

The  baseball  season  has  opened  and 
it  behooves  every  student  of  the  col- 
lege to  do  his  part  to  make  it  a  success- 
ful one  for  the  Lake  Forest  team. 
The  cordial  support  of  the  students 
upon  the  athletic  field  will  do  much 
toward  the  winning  of  games,  and  if 
we  can  aid  the  team  in  this  way  it  is 
our  duty  to  do  it.

ing. The  prospects  for  a  good  team 
are  bright,  and  we  will  undoubtedly 
make  a  good  showing.

America  is  the  most  progressive 
country  in  the  world.  It  leads  in  agri- 
culture and  manufactures,  in  inventions 
and  a  multitude  of  other  arts  and  sci- 
ences, but  there  is  one  industry  in 
which  it  is  woefully  deficient,  the  ship- 
ping industry.  It  bears  a  very  low 
proportion  to  our  resources  and  vast 
amount  of  commerce.  That  we  paid 
$50,000,000  more,  in  1896,  to  foreign 
steamship  companies  for  carrying  our 
imports  and  exports,  than  the  amount 
of  taxes  collected  from  all  internal  rev- 
enue sources,  is  an  astounding  state- 
ment but  the  truth  nevertheless.  In 
other  words  we  are  taxed  more  by  for- 
eigners for  ocean  freights  than  we  are 
by  our  national  government  for  its 
maintenance.  This  fact  shows  that  a 
vast  amount  of  that  wealth,  made 
through  our  commerce,  flows  back  to 
the  countries  which  consume  our  pro- 
ducts. We  are  a  creditor  nation,  rais- 
ing and  manufacturing  products  of  all 
kinds  for  other  nations.  Would  it  not 
be  the  wisest  economy  to  carry  our 
goods  to  market  ourselves  and  thus 
save  those  millions  of  dollars? 

Our  country  with  its  resources  of  all 
kinds,  its  geographical  position  and  its 
eight  thousand  miles  of  sea  coast  should 
be  the  leading  commercial  and  mari- 
time power  on  the  globe.  The  reasons 
it  is  not  may  be  found  in  the  history  of 
our  legislation  on  the  subject  and  in 
the  history  of  Great  Britain's  develop- 
ment in  this  line.       Other  nations  may 


in  a  measure  be  disregarded  for 
England  is  the  great  maritime  nation 
while  we  ought  to  be.  Once  we  were 
active  rivals  with  her  for  the  suprem- 
acy, but  now  we  are  not  except  poten- 
tially and  it  is  to  be  hoped  in  intention. 

Up  to  1828  we  carried  nearly  all  our 
export  commerce  with  England  and 
practically  all  that  to  other  countries 
and  even  considerable  between  foreign 
nations.  Then  England,  fearing  for 
her  supremacy  in  commerce,  began  to 
take  measures  to  maintain  it.  Let  us 
now  look  to  the  causes  of  our  early 
strong  position  and,  later  on,  consider 
the  counteracting  influences  of  Great 
Britain  upon  us.  Our  first  congress, 
by  its  very  first  act  placed  us  in  a  posi- 
tion to  dispute  in  time,  with  any  nation 
supremacy  on  the  sea.  This  act  by  im- 
posing additional  duties  on  all'  goods 
imported  by  foreign  built  and  foreign 
owned  vessels  gave  great  encourage- 
ment and  protection  to  our  shipping 
interests.  This  policy  was  founded  on 
the  navigation  laws  of  England  which 
had  borne  the  best  results  there  for 
over  one  hundred  years  previously, 
not  being  set  aside  until  she  had  gained, 
sixty  years  later,  practically  absolute 
control  of  the  shipping  and  markets  of 
the  world. 

While  the  states  were  colonies  of 
Great  Britain  they  were  forbidden  to 
build  ships  larger  than  sloops  so  that 
the  mother  country's  shipping  industry 
might  not  be    interfered    with.       As    a 
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result  of  this  repressive  policy,  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution 
there  were  so  few  American  ships  that 
only  27  per  cent  of  our  commerce  was 
carried  in  them.  But  that  first  act  of 
Congress  gave  our  shipping  industry 
such  an  impetus  that  a  rapid  and  steady 
increase  was  made  in  commerce  carry- 
ing. In  1791,  after  two  years  of  the 
law,  we  carried  55  per  cent  of  our  com- 
merce, in  1793,  79  per  cent,  in  1795,  90 
per  cent,  in  1807,  92  per  cent.  The 
percentage  continued  above  90  per 
cent  until  18 15,  when  the  law  was 
slightly  modified  and  then  it  dropped 
to  55  per  cent  That  the  war  of  1812 
had  some  effect  on  this  decrease  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  percentage 
rose  again  to  91  per  cent  in  1825. 

Our  position  in  1825  is  vividly  por- 
trayed by  one  of  Daniel  Webster's 
striking  statements:  "We  have  a  com- 
merce which  leaves  no  sea  unexplored, 
and  navies  which  take  no  law  from 
superior  force."  We  traded  every- 
where, saved  a  great  deal  of  money  on 
freights  and  furnished  good  occupation 
to  thousands  of  our  citizens  in  building 
and  navigating  ships. 

But  the  sad  story  begins  in  1828 
when  these  discriminating  duties  were 
removed  in  favor  of  a  policy  of  recipro- 
city. At  once  a  decrease  in  the  per- 
centage begins  to  show,  and  it  contin- 
ued rapidly.  In  1829  we  carried  89 
per  cent  of  our  foreign  commerce,  in 
1832,  85  per  cent;  in  1834,  83  per  cent; 
in  1840,  80  per  cent;  in  1843,  77  Per 
cent;  in  1847,  7°  Per  cent;  in  1853,  69 
per  cent;  in  1862,  50  per  cent;  in  1867, 
33  per  cent;  in  1874,  27  per  cent;  in 
1884,  17  per  cent;  in  1889,  14  per  cent; 
and  in  1896,  12  per  cent.  That  is  the 
tale  told  in  statistics,  and  they  tell  it 
plainly  enough.  While  our  govern- 
ment protected  our  shipping  by  dis- 
crimination in  its    favor    from    i88q    to 


1828  we  carried  nearly  90  per  cent  of 
our  foreign  commerce,  but  since  then 
without  that  protection  our  shipping 
interests  have  steadily  dwindled  until 
now  we  carry  less  than  12  per  cent  of 
our  own  foreign  trade.  Some  half- 
hearted schemes  have  been  tried  as 
remedies,  but  all  have  failed  of  accom- 
plishing their  ends. 

The  civil  war,  of  course,  hurt  our  in- 
terests, but  with  proper  protection, 
plenty  of  time  has  elapsed  for  us  to 
have  regained  our  former  position  of 
real  rivalry  with  Great  Britain,  instead 
of  leaving  us  scarcely  able  to  compete 
with  iourth-class  nations.  For  many 
years  we  have  continued  a  policy  of 
reciprocity  in  commerce  carrying  with 
England,  that  is  more  apparent  than 
real  for  these  reasons.  In  the  first 
place  England  did  not  give  up  her  po- 
licy of  discrimination  until  her  posi- 
tion was  secure  and  she  could  afford  to, 
while  we  gave  it  up  out  of  generosity. 
Then  again,  we  have  no  commerce  de- 
partment in  our  government,  while 
English  statesmanship  has  for  one  of 
its  chief  cares,  the  semi-official  protec- 
tion and  encouragement  of  English 
shipping.  The  Lloyd  Register,  which 
is  a  ship  survey  and  classification  sys- 
tem, has  agents  in  every  part  of  the 
world  who  discriminate  in  favor  of 
British  ships,  so  that  insurance  costs 
more  on  other  vessels.  The  result 
being,  that  what  few  ships  we  have  are 
obliged  to  wait  for  cargoes,  while 
British  boats  are  going  and  coming, 
and  when  we  do  get  loads,  we  have  to 
charge  lower  carriage  rates.  England 
has  the  best  dock  equipment  in  the 
world,an  unrivaled  consular  system, and 
as  a  guaranty  of  safety  an  unequalled 
navy.  She  has,  ton,  a  thoroughly  es- 
tablished international  credit  and  bank- 
ing system.  To  these  could  be  added 
scores    of   advantages   which    English 
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shipping  possesses,  and  which  we  have 
not,  or  only  in  a  slight  degree.  The 
results  of  the  English  policies  speak  for 
themselves.  To-day  England  owns 
over  half  the  floating  property  on  the 
globe,  and  controls  over  56  per  cent  of 
its  entire  carrying  trade. 

Since  1829  we  have  been  influenced 
too  much  by  England's  policy,  forget- 
ting that  we  never  were  in  a  position 
to  follow  it.  What  we  have  needed 
and  still  need,  as  proved  by  statistics 
and  the  failures  of  some  abortive 
schemes,  is  full  protection  to  our  ship- 
ping interests,  and  this  protection  can 
only  assume  the  form  of  discrimination 
in  duties.  We  need  not  fear  serious 
retaliation,  for  Europe  can  not  afford 
it  any  more  than  she  can  afford  to  re- 
taliate on  our  protection  to  manufac- 
tures. 

Since  our  late  war  we  have  begun  to 
take  a  great  deal  more  interest  in  our 
navy  and  everything  connected  with 
our  commerce.  In  view  of  those  facts 
which  have  been  cited  and  many  others 
equally  well  known,  we  can  not  help 
appreciating  our  weak  condition  in  this 
very  important  industry.  The  wonder 
is  that  we  have  not  awakened  to  our 
position  long  before  this.  Now  we 
have  begun  to  understand  the  evil 
let  us  proceed  at  once  to  remedy  it. 
If  protection  through  discrimination 
in  duties  is  the  wisest  course,  by  all 
means  let  us  follow  it.  Until  our  po- 
sition is  assured,  as  England's  now 
seems  to  be,  we  must  foster  the  begin- 
nings in  some  radical  manner.

The  University  of  Illinois  has  leased 
the  Chicago  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  for  a  period  of  twenty-five 
years,  the  intention  being  ultimately 
to  gain  entire  control  of  the  institution. 
Under  the  new  contract  the  university 
receives  one  third  of  the  net  earnings 
of  the  school  and  the  stockholders  the 
remainder,  the  control  of  the  medical 
department  resting  with  the  board  of 
administration  of  the  university.  On 
April  1,  1897,  the  university  took  a 
four  year  lease  of  the  college  of  med- 
icine and  the  arrangement  proving 
profitable  led  to  the  recent  renewal.

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THE  CLUBS'  ITINERARY. 

The  1900  itinerary  was  one  of  the 
best  ever  arranged  for  the  musical 
clubs  of  the  university.  After  giving 
entertainments  in  Libertyville  and 
Chicago,  a  western  trip  was  taken  dur- 
ing the  spring  vacation  including  the 
towns  of  Dixon,  La  Salle,  Ottawa, 
Rock  Island  and  Elgin  in  Illinois, 
Clinton  and  Wapello,  in  Iowa. 

Concerts  are  yet  to  be  given  in  Chi- 
cago, Joliet  and  Wilmington.  This  itin- 
erary which  is  the  best  of  any  western 
University  musical  organization,  cov- 
ered points  where  the  people  are  es- 
pecially friendly  to  Lake  Forest.  The 
splendid  concerts  given  by  the  boys  at 
these  places  coupled  with  the  manly 
manner  in  which  every  one  conducted 
himself  has  given  to  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity an  amount  of  valuable  adver- 
tising that  could  be  gotten  in  no  other 
way. 

The  clubs  started  out  on  their  spring 
trip,  Monday  morning,  March  26. 
They  traveled  in  a  special  car  which 
they  kept  during  the  entire  trip.  The 
first  concert  was  given  at  Dixon  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  association.  A  reception 
was  held  at  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  afternoon.  Tuesday  morning 
they  left  for  La  Salle  and  gave  a  con- 
cert there  that  evening  at  the  home  of 
W.  B.  Hummer,  a  banker  of  that  city. 

Wednesday  night  at  Ottawa,  the 
weather  was  bad,  so  the  attendance 
was  slim.  The  clubs  were  entertained 
at  the  Ottawa  boat  club  while  there. 
There  was  a  small  house  at  Clinton  on 
Thursday  night  owing  to  the  extreme 
bad  weather.  Friday  night  at  Rock 
Island,  the  clubs  were  greeted  by  a 
large  audience. 

A  concert  was  given  Saturday  night 
at  Wappello,  la.,  the  home  of  R.  J. 
L  Matthews,  the   leader   of  the  banjo 


club.  The  clubs  were  entertained 
there  over  Sunday  at  private  houses. 
A  very  pleasant  reception  was  ten- 
dered to  the  boys  Saturday  afternoon. 
The  glee  club  furnished  the  music  for 
three  of  the  churches  on  Sunday 
evening. 

Monday  evening  the  clubs  were  at 
Erie,  and  the  trip  closed  at  Elgin  on 
Tuesday  evening.  The  Girl's  Brigade 
of  the  Baptist  Church,  under  whose 
auspices  the  concert  was  given,  gave 
the  clubs  a  reception  in  the  afternoon, 
which  was  followed  by  a  dinner  at  the 
church.  A  concert  was  given  at 
Waukegan  Friday  evening,  April  6. 

Messrs.  Jonathan  Jackson  and  C.  H. 
Williams  have  managed  the  clubs  this 
year,  and  while  their  work  has  at  all 
times  been  laborious  and  often  very 
trying  they  have  thus  far  succeeded  in 
making  the  season  a  brilliant  success. 

HOME  CONCERT. 

At  the  home  concert  given  in  the 
Art  Institute  on  Friday  evening  every 
seat  was  filled  and  many  were  com- 
pelled to  stand.  The  program  was  well 
received,  almost  every  number  being 
given  an  encore.  Mr.  W.  M.  Lewis 
who  accompanied  the  clubs  this  year 
as  reader  took  the  audience  by  storm. 
He  gave  several  readings,  among  them 
"Mr.  Dooley  on  football,"  "Jim  Blud- 
soe"  and  "Traver's  first  ride."  Mr. 
Lewis  as  a  reader  and  impersonator 
has  talent  of  a  high  order.  The  entire 
program  was  of  a  high  order  and  the 
clubs'  home  concert  was  a  success  in 
every  particular.

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  the 
STENTOR  devotes  a  part  of  its  space 
this  week  to  the  musical  clubs  of  the 
university.  In  a  school  of  this  size  it 
is  remarkable  that  such  large  and  cred- 
itable clubs  are  turned  out  each  year. 
The  Glee,  Banjo  and  Mandolin  clubs 
of  the  college,  were  composed  this 
year  of  twenty  six  men,  and  when  the 
small  number  of  students  in  the  college 
is  taken  into  consideration  much  credit 
must  be  given  to  the  leaders,  of  the 
clubs  and  to  all  the  members  of  the 
organizations  for  the  good  showing 
that  they  have  made. 

Messrs.  Cox,  Matthews  and  Johnson, 
leaders  respectively  of  the  Glee,  Banjo 
and  Mandolin  clubs,  are  deserving  of 
the  highest  praise  for  the  manner  in 
which  they   have  developed    the  clubs 


out  of  almost  entirely  new  material. 
Messrs.  Jackson  and  Williams,  the 
managers,  are  deserving  of  commenda- 
tion. They  arranged  an  excellent  trip 
for  the  spring  vacation,  and  carried  it 
out  so  successfully  that  they  received 
the  heartiest  praise  from  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  clubs.  Taken  as  a  whole, 
the  clubs  came  up  to  the  standard  of 
previous  years,  and  should  be  congrat- 
ulated on  their  work. 

The  Ferry  Hall  Glee  Club  has  had  a 
successful  season.  The  seminary  has 
an  excellent  club  which  has  given  sev- 
eral fine  concerts. 


Baseball  Prospects. 

One  of  the  things  of  which  there 
seems  to  be  urgent  need  at  present  is 
that  the  'Varsity  baseball  team  shall 
take  a  big  brace.  The  poor  work  of 
the  team  in  the  last  few  games  has 
been  very  noticeable  and  unless  the 
team  takes  a  decided  brace  the  chance 
of  winning  any  more  of  the  important 
games  is  lost.  There  seems  to  be 
plenty  of  good  material  in  the  team, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should 
not  win  some  of  the  more  important 
games  to  be  played  this  year. 

One  thing  is  certain  and  that  is  un- 
less the  men  put  more  ginger  into  their 
work  they  can  not  expect  to  win.  A 
large  part  of  the  errors  are  due  to 
carelessness,  and  these  would  not  occur 
if  the  men  would  play  the  ball  that 
they  are  capable  of.  Their  playing 
lacks  the  snap  which  marks  the  winning 
team. 

Wake  up  and  get  into  the  game  next 
Saturday  and  show  the  doctors  from 
Rush  that  there  is  a  base  ball  team  at 
Lake  Forest.  Rush  has  defeated  Chi- 
cago and  Northwestern  this  year,  and 
if  we  beat  them  it  will  be  a  great  vic- 
tory. There  are  still  a  number  of  im- 
portant games  to  be  played,    including 
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Rush,  Notre  Dame,  Purdue  and  Ne- 
braska, and  there  is  still  a  chance  to 
finish  strong  if  the  team  plays  ball.

The  "contributor"  to  this  department 
feels  that  an  apology  is  due  the  read- 
ers of  THE  STENTOR  (trusting  that  the 
assumption  may  not  be  set  down  as  an 
evidence  of  self-conceit),  for  his  appar- 
ent dereliction  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  alumni  column.  He  would,  how- 
ever, plead  as  an  excuse  and  by  way 
of  explanation  the  fact  that  during  the 
coming  week  there  is  to  be  held  in 
Chicago  an  examination  for  admission 
to  the  bar  in  which  he  has  a  large  per- 
sonal interest,  and  that  for  some  weeks 
past  his  time  has  been  largely  taken 
up  in  work  preliminary  to  the  afore- 
said test. 

The  Chicago  Alumni  Club  at  a  re- 
cent meeting  voted  to  organize  a  base- 
ball team  with  the  idea  of  playing  a 
series  of  games  with  the  college.  A 
captain  and  manager  were  elected  and 
dates  for  playing  were  settled  upon, 
but  recent  developments  have  some- 
what upset  the  promoters  of  the  alumni 
games.  It  seems  that  there  is  just  at 
present  a  tidal  wave  of  reform  sweep- 
ing over  the  college  faculty;  we  do  not 
mean  that  the  faculty  is  being  made 
the  object  of  the  reform, — that  may 
come  later,  but  the  faculty  is  behind 
and  giving  force  to  the  movement. 
Among  the  new  rules  in  vogue,  and 
the  one  in  fact  which  is  giving  the 
alumni  ball  tossers  some  vexation  of 
spirit  is  one  which  says  that  no  man 
shall  represent  the  university  on  any 
athletic  team  or  other  student  organi- 
zation who  has  marked  up  against  him 
any  uncancelled  condition.  Now  were 
this  rule  given  a  literal  construction 
there  would  be  nothing  to  fear,  but  the 


faculty  in  interpreting  the  rule  is  in- 
clined to  go  back  and  look  for  the  in- 
tention of  its  framers.  The  members 
of  the  faculty  themselves  being  the 
framers  it  is  of  course  an  easy  matter 
to  find  an  intention  which  will  coincide 
very  nicely  with  the  desired  construc- 
tion and  subsequent  application.  Right 
here  then  is  the  rub  as  far  as  the 
alumni  are  concerned:  Some  guileless 
"has  been"  may  come  out  here  with  a 
condition  hanging  over  him,  and  first 
thing  he  knows  some  reformer  will 
figure  out  some  technicality  based  on 
jurisdiction  or  anything  else  you  please 
under  which  the  faculty  gets  control  of 
the  case  and  the  "has  been"  is  ruled  out. 
An  instance  has  come  to  our  notice 
where  a  student  was  forbidden  to  take 
part  in  a  class  game  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  rule  noted  above,  it  being 
explained  that  the  object  of  this  rule  is 
to  inflict  a  penalty  by  preventing  any 
student  from  taking  any  pare  in  a  sport 
of  which  he  is  at  all  fond  and  in  this 
way  bring  up  the  scholastic  standing. 
It  reminds  us  of  the  days  when  we 
used  to  have  five  minutes  taken  off 
our  "recess"  for  misspelling  a  word. 
But  then  all  these  little  things  help  us 
the  more  to  appreciate  the  beauties  of 
true  reform. 
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President  Hadley  on  Electives. 


The  following  article  taken  from  the 
Yale  Alumni  weekly  it  is  thought 
would  be  of  special  interest  to 
students: 

"President  Hadley  gave  a  half-hour's 
talk  to  the  Freshman  class,  Monday, 
March  19,  on  the  choice  of  Sophomore 
electives,  and  pointed  out,  with  the  aid 
of  a  blackboard  diagram,  what  he  con- 
sidered the  best  courses  to  take  to 
reach  certain  definite  ends.  He  em- 
phasized very  strongly  the  point  that 
the  principle  in  the  choice  of  electives 
should  be  one  of  order,  and  said  that 
because  a  man  did  not  elect  chemistry 
for  instance,  in  Sophomore  year,  it 
should  not  be  taken  to  mean  that  he 
was  not  going  into  that  subject  at  all, 
but  rather,  that  he  would  take  it  up 
later  on  in  his  course. 

The  President  began  by  dividing  the 
pursuits  of  life  which  the  students  were 
likely  to  follow  into  these  three  gen- 
eral divisions:  Scientific,  the  study  of 
objects;  aesthetic,  the  study  of  books; 
ethical,  the  study  of  affairs.  'The  mod- 
ern scientific  man,'  said  he,  'to  make 
the  most  of  himself,  must  have  a  read- 
ing knowledge  of  both  French  and 
German,  because  it  is  only  by  such 
means  that  he  can  be  informed 
promptly  of  what  is  being  done  all  over 
the  world.  For  the  man  who  means 
to  take  up  the  study  of  medicine  after 
his  academic  course,  chemistry  in  Soph- 
omore year  is  a  necessity,  and  the  chief 
reason  for  putting  it  there  was  to    ena- 


ble him  and  those  who  are  going  into 
general  science,  to  have  two  years  of 
chemistry  instead  of  one.' 

For  those  who  desired  to  go  into  the 
productive  industry,  the  President  ad- 
vised the  study  of  physics,  saying  that 
in  his  opinion  it  should  come  before 
the  study  of  chemistry  rather  than 
after  it.  For  those  who  wished  to  go 
into  engineering  and  architecture, 
where  the  higher  forms  of  mathematics 
were  necessary,  the  course  of  mathe- 
matics in  sophomore  year  had  been 
doubled,  which  means  to  such  men  a 
gain  of  a  whole  year. 

To  the  men  who  looked  forward  to 
teaching,  he  recommended  a  general 
continuation  of  the  classical  studies  of 
the  earlier  years,  with  specializing  at 
the  end  rather  than  at  the  beginning 
of  the  college  course.  In  preparation 
for  the  ministry  his  advice  was  for  the 
study  of  German,  because  so  much  of 
the  critical  writings  of  the  present-time 
were  in  that  tongue  that  it  was  almost 
indispensible.  Besides  German,  he 
urged  the  continued  study  of  Greek 
along  with  history,  constitutional  law 
and  the  general  principles  of  law,  as  far 
as  the  relations  of  man  to  man  were 
concerned.  'The  men  who  are  aiming 
for  a  literary  life,'  said  the  Presi- 
dent, 'should  by  all  means  study  the 
French  language  closely,  for  it  is  the 
one  modern  language  which  has  a  style. 
Style  counts  nowadays  for  a  great  deal, 
more  than  it  should   perhaps,    and    the

man  who  hopes  to  succeed  must  be 
able  to  build  a  style  for  himself.  For 
the  converse  reason,  I  should  advise 
against  making  a  special  study  of  Ger- 
man, which  will  not  help  you  in  style 
building,  as  its  sentences  are  cumber- 
some and  demoralizing.'  He  was  very 
particular  to  point  out  to  men  going 
into  letters  the  importance  of  keeping 
a  tight  hold  on  the  ancient  languages. 
For  the  journalists  or  newspaper  men 
whose  business  was  with  the  gathering 
and  presentation  of  facts,  the  President 
thought  that  German  took  more  than 
equal  rank  with  French,  and  advised 
its  study,  along  with  history,  which 
would  be  found  of  great  assistance. 
For  those  who  were  going  on  to  gen- 
eral business,  he  advised  a  diversified 
course.  To  the  men  who  were  shaping 
themselves  for  a  career  in  the  law,  the 
President  said:  'Whatever  else  you 
do,  continue  your  course  in  Latin,  and 
it  would  be  still  better  if  you  could  add 
to  that,  mathematics  or  Greek  or  both. 
In  law  you  must  have  that  fundamental 
thing,  training  in  principles.  I  would 
advise  that  in  Sophomore  year  you 
take  at  least  three  courses,  not  enter- 
tainment courses,  which  would  make  it 
an  absolute  necessity  for  you  to  ac- 
quire a  habit  of  work  for  their  accom- 
plishment. Such  a  habit  of  work  is  of 
incalculable  value  to  the  lawyer,  who 
must  on  short  notice  martial  a  great 
array  of  facts  for  a  particular  case, 
which,  when  used,  must  be  as  soon  for- 
gotten. I  consider  that  the  best  prep- 
aration you  can  have  for  the  profession 
of  law  is  training,  and  for  that  training 
the  best  things  are  Latin,  Greek  and 
mathematics.' 

In  regard  to  English,  which  the  Pres- 
ident left  to  the  last,  he  said  the  choices 
had  good  and  bad  possibilities,  which 
would  depend  on  the  judgment  of  the 
men  themselves  and  whether  they  had 


the  proper  stimulus  in  their  hearts.  He 
advised  those  men,  and  only  those  men, 
whose  real  interest  in  the  subject  is  so 
great  that  they  can  make  it  more  than 
a  classroom  subject,  to  take  English. 

In  conclusion,  the  President  express- 
ed his  confidence  in  the  continuation 
of  the  serious  purpose  in  choosing  elec- 
tives  that  had  always  marked  Yale 
men,  and  his  belief  in  the  success  of 
the  new  Sophomore  electives.

After  somewhat  extended  remarks 
by  Mr.  D.  H.  Jackson  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  look  after  the  matter 
of  alumni  representation  on  the  board 
of  trustees.  The  event  of  the  evening 
was  the  introduction  of  a  set  of  resolu- 
tions by  Mr.  B.  M.  Linnell  touching 
upon  the  matter  of  science  work  in 
Lake  Forest  College.  Dr.  Linnell 
stated  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  that 
he  had  recently  been  sent  out  by  Rush 
Medical  College  on  a  tour  of  inspection 
of  various  colleges  for  the  purpose  of 
finding  out  both  the  quality  and  the 
amount  of  work  done  which  might  be 
considered  as  preliminary  to  a  course 
in  medicine.  Among  other  institu- 
tions visited  was  Lake  Forest,  and 
while  Dr.  Linnell  was  inclined  to  give 
us  the  benefit  of  every  doubt  yet  he 
found  himself  forced  to  admit  that  our 
alma  mater  was,  as  he  expressed  it, 
"fifteen  years  behind  the  times."  At- 
tention was  called  to  the  fact  that 
while  the  catalogue  of  1894-95  showed 
in  the  scientific  departments,  including 
mathematics,  the  total  of  eight  pro- 
fessors and  instructors,  the  same  de- 
partments in  the  catalogue  of  1900  can 
muster  only  three  professors  and  one 
graduate  instructor.  Dr.  Linnell  de- 
plored the  fact  that  if  reductions  were 
necessary  It  should  have  been  made 
almost  exclusively  in  that  department 
which,  if  our  college  is  to  be  kept 
among  the  leaders  in  educational  pro- 
gress, most  deserved  to  be  fostered 
and  encouraged.  The  resolutions  were 
heartily  approved  of  by  every  one  at 
the  meeting  and  it  was  directed  that 
they  be  sent  at  once  to  the  board  of 
trustees.
